JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
It seems that a mail steamer is leaving daily. The Americans, 
I think, are certain of running their semi-monthly in July ; they 
are waiting for a further subsidy, but should they not get it they 
will probably start without it, as the business hitherto will justify 
them in so doing. The opposition, we hear, is coming, for the P. 
and 0. Company and the Pacific Company run on to Hong Kong, 


All the swamp at the back of the settlement—ic., the other 
side of the canal—is to be filled in in six months, and be dis- 
posed of to natives. Yokohama is increasing very fast. The 
railway engineers have commenced their survey, but that is all ; no 
red as yet has been used, and I have an idea will not be until 
the Japanese authorities hear from Mr. Lay that the loan is all 
right. The country is very quiet, and the present Government 
are working hard to conciliate all parties, and make the most 
they can of the country. Great efforts will be made to improve 
the silk cultivation, nal sles much will be done in the improving 
of the breed of cattle and cultivation of foreign crops. I cannot 
say this year or next, but certainly within five years, Japan will 
be a great beet sugar country. Our public gardens, started a fort- 
night since, are looking in ry and, through the exertions of 
Mr. Kramer, may be expected to be opened on the Ist June. The 
German Club gave a very nice ball on the 29th. No end of 
people visiting Hakoni this year; that promises to be in time a 
great resort. Yedo hotel is looking up. 


The cousin of the Mikado is to take rooms in it, and to have 
opportunities of mixing with foreigners, for I believe he will 
shortly go to Europe as ambassador. Our weather is charming ; 
trade is tolerably brisk ; rice is down. Races to come off this 
month. 


Chosiu has been in difficulty, of late, with his troops. The dif- 
ferences probably arose from various causes, but the discharge of 
20,000 men was, it is said, the proximate one. The Prince said 
that, having surrendered his principality into the hands of the 
Mikado, and being now a slaaple governor of a province, he could 
no longer afford to maintain srch an army. ‘The troops mutinied, 
and Chosiu applied to the Prince of Satsuma for assistance against 
them. This was given, and the disturbance has now been quieted, 
Chosiu promising food to many of the disbanded men uutil they 
can obtain other employment. 


A local paper says, “ We have again to record that death has 
visited our little community, having taken from us Mr. John 
O'Driscoll, of the British Legation, student interpreter. He waa 
so rarely in Yokohama comparatively, that he was less known 
than usual to the residents; but onall sides he is spoken of in 
terms of yery high regard by those acquainted withbiw. A 
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gentleman and a scholar are terms easily written ; but they ar¢ 
particularly applicable to him, and he showed every capnelty for 
proving himself a valuable servant of the British Crown.” 


TWENTY DAYS LATER NEWS BY PACIFIC MAIL. 
The Pacific mail steamer Great Republic, with Yokohama news 
to May 22, reached San Francisco on the 14th June. The follow- 


ing is a telegraphic summary of her news:— 

A violent earthquake had occurred in Japan, the severest since 
the great earthquake in 1855. The accounts of the disaster are 
meagre hut it is reported that several villages were destroyed. The 
great volcano of Asamayama, in the interior of. the. Island of Ni- 
phon, which had been quict for centuries,.is in. violent eruption, 
‘accompanied by frequent earthquakes, destroying villages in that 
vicinity and causing terror among the inhabitants of the province. 

The eaptain of the barque Benefactress reports parti hice 
an active volcano at sea, 200 miles from Yokohama. Some por: 
tions of the crater are above the sea. Clouds of steam were issu- 
ing therefrom. From the deck of the vessel the water around the 
volcano appeared to be in-a boiling condition. 

The officers of the United States squadron on the Asiatic 
station have decided to erect a monument to the memory of the 
victims of the Oneida disaster. ;

NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) =. > 
hats Si Naqasakl, April 23. 

My last was dated 9th inst., and seut via Marseilles. Since then 
the following proclamation has been issued in the town, by order 
of the Governor of Nagasaki :—‘ It having been ascertained that 
some persons of bad character and of no standing have been put- 
ting into circulation packages of -ichibus and nibus, stamped 
with their own seals, which ‘contained spurious coins, thereby de- 
frauding the public, it is determined to put a stop to such prac- 
tices in future ; so it is hereby notified that, from and after the 
10th April, 1870, no packages of ichibus or nibus will be recognised 
as a legl tender unless they have the stamp of the Government or 
that of the seven bankers and merchants whose names are as 

- follows:—Oshimaya Chiulu; Gusokuyn Meydaro, Yebiya Jenjiro, 
Kina Kuniya Riske, Tawaraya Tasnboro, Arakiya Chosobooro, 
“Mashia Kansiro. All other packages-will have to be opened aad 
exainined at the time of payment. Eighth day of the 3rd month 
of.the year Uma” ©, - pa ae 

The above document has caused considerable annoyance to the 
respectable native merchants, who look upon it as a Government 
plan.for squeezing them, as the list of names consists. of “ money- 
‘changers ” only, whose establishments are supposed to be under 
the control of the local officials. The system adopted by the 
above-mentioned money changers is to take only good and bright 
coins; and deduct a very heavy percentage from. those slightly 
worn. : 

The Bertha, steamer, Captain Mooney, arrived in this harbour, 
from Shanghai, on the morning of the 21st inst., bringing the 
mails, which have been lying in Shanghai,.and which in all pro- 
bability would have Jaid there for some time had Adrian and Co.’s 
steamer not been coming over. “ : : 

The Russian steamer Vahotka, from Newchwang to Yokoha 
with beans, struck upon a sunken rock south of this port, ax 
sank some hours afterwards. The crew, consisting of twenty-six 
men, took to the long-boat and life-boat, but did not save 
any clothes or provisions; the latter they received from the Ja- 
panese, who, as customary, treated them well. After bemg in 
their boats three days, they were picked up by the Rond (steamer), 
which vessel arrived here on the evening of the 20th inst. from 
Hiogo. ; 

May 2. - 

My last was on the 23rd April via Marseilles, which letter was 
sent to Hong Kong to catch the English mail leaving there on the 
28th idem, During the-jnterval there has been but little general 
news. ; : 

A new bridge is to be constructed across the mouth of Sagro- 
maty creek to connect the Bund of Oura with that of Sagromaty, 
and will whon finished bea aay improvement upon the old struc- 
ture, the elevation of which is far too great, besides which the. 
present bridge from its position renders the journey to the branch 
Custom House a circuitous one. The work is to be commenced 
immediately, and will be completed (according to Japanese pro-' 
‘mises) in about two months’ time, but the genetal impressign is, 
that it will take the Japs at least double that to finish it. abe 

The arrivals from the home side have been :—April 29, Admziraal 
‘de Ruyter, Dutch barqhe, from Amsterdam (via Yokohama), and; 
Kuisiu, Dutch schoonet, from Rotterdam (direct). . 
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The regatta this year is a picnic with a little boating by way 
of amusement ; in fact, lovers of shooting have a chance of en- 
joying themselves. It was arranged for the 30th ult. but had 
to be postponed, in consequence of the arrivals and departures of 
the P. M. steamers, which appear to be the only chance we have 
of catching the English mail leaving Shanghai on the 6th inst. 
The strictest economy has been the aim of the committee, who 
have not solicited subscriptions from the community this year. 

A sitting will take place at H.B.M.’s Consulate on the 28th inst., 
at which proofs of debts against the estate of Rainbow, Lewis, 
and Co., bankrupts, will be received, and the bankrupts will finish 
their examination and make application for their discharge. 

Freights to London, nominal ; no vessel loading. , Exchange, 
unchanged. Nebus, unchanged, owing to the scarcity of Mexi- 
can dollars. : 

The Dutch schooner Singapore, Captain Geldrop, while on her 
voyage from Newchwang to Hiogowith beans, &c., encountered very 
bad weather, and had her decks swept, during which time her 
shifted. Her cabin on deck has been carried away, together with 
the captain’s nautical instruments and charts, and after knocking 
about several days she managed tq reach this port on the 30th ult*

- SHANGHAI. 

The London mail (Freneh) of March 17 was received on the 
4th May, and telegraphic advices, via Kiachta, reached to 12th 
April. The following items are from the orth Chine Herald of 
May.5:— Mets 
—-Phre recent defeat of the Imperial troops in Shense is known 
among the Chinese here, and forms the chief topic of conversa- 
tion. There is also.a rumour abroad that there are disturbances 
in the neighbourhood of Newchwang, and in the Kwantung and 
Honan provinces, but there is no definite information of the na- 
ture and extent of these outbreaks. 

The hope entertained by foreigners, generally, that the Taoutai 
of Shanghai would employ some of the steam vessels lately built 
at the Kiangnan Arsenal for the suppression of piracy, has not, 
unfortunately, been realised. It is true that No. 3 gunboat con- 
voyed three or four. fleets of rice-laden junks, bound for Tientsin, 
so far ag the Yang-tze Cape; but, owing to the detestable be- 
haviour of the mandarins on board the said steamer the foreign 
captain in a very short time threw up the command in disgust ; 
and now the safety of the native craft lies entirely with Chinese 
gunboats on the Woosung Station, which occasionally go out in 
fine weather. This fleet did, however, under the command of the 
Dea-day himself, a few days.ago proceed to the islands, and 
there captured or destroyed six junks of various sizes. The 
whole of the men. taken with them, except those killed in the 
mélée, have been sent to Soochow for decapitation, and their heads 
will probably be distributed round and hung up, as 4 warning to 
other rascals of the same stamp who infest these waters. 

There hava been some expectations that the tea duties would be 
reduced in the new budget ; but a late telegram announces that 
the budget has been declared, and that tea duties are unaltered. 

The Chih-hsien has issued a proclamation, pointing out the 
value of frogs to the agriculturist, in ridding the fields of insects 
and thus preserving the crops. He threateus to punish sevewely 
any persons guilty of destroying them, and orders the immediate 
apprehension of any one hawking them through the streets. 

he British barque Princess of Wales, 966 tons register, has 
been sold at auction, by Messrs. John Thorne and Co., for 
Tis. 4,500. ‘ . 

A Raco Ball came off at the Club; about thirty ladies and 
a largo numter of. gentlemen were present. The guests were in- 
debted to the band of the Hertha for music, and dancing was kept 
up, under its influence, to 3.A.M. - ‘ 

‘From Foochow we learn the total less of the French barque 
Ruffine, 217 tons register. The Rufine left Newehang for Hi 
on the 26th October, 1869, and was disubled by a typhoon on 
night of the 12th November, and driven on a reef off Tai-ping- 
chau Island, of the Loochoo group; ship and cargo a total loss. 
All hands reached the island, and were detained, but not mal- 
treated by the natives, for five months, when they succeeded in 
procuring a junk, and arrived in Foochow on the 20th April. 
The French ship Aroinette, from Amoy to Tai-wan foo, has also 
been lost on Junk Island on the 2id March, All hands were 
saved, but the ship and cargo were entirely lost or destroyed by 
natives. . : 

A Tientsin correspondent writes that Mr. W. H. Lav has been 
spice to-H.B.M. Oensulate at that port, in the stead of Mr. 
Mongan, who goes home on leave. “I also hear that Mr. Mayers 
js appointed to Chefoo. There are those who think that Mr. Wade 
would have shown more appreciation of the relative qualifications 
of these officers had he reversed the aj-pointment-, placing Mr. 
Mayers at a port where his experience of political intercourse. with 
the Chinese could have fount & better field Mr. Lepi-sier, Pro~ 
fessor of French at the Peking College, yoes down by the present 
steamer, to institute an action against Mr. Hart, similar to that 
in the von Gumpach ‘case; and rumour says that other similar 
cases are pending. Little or no business doing. Rain wanted to 
make the rivers available; this accomplished, a better demand 
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and improved prices may be looked for.

A meeting of the creditors, &c., on the estate of the late Edward 
Warden will be held on May 14th, to receive a final report and de- 
cide on the apportionment of a dividend. 

The municipal accounts for the-past and present year have been 
issued and will be analysed in our next. 

A successful launch of a steam dredger has been effected from 
the Kiang-nan Arsenal. We understand she is intended to do 
duty on the Grand Canal. The arsenal is really “going ahead,” for at 
the present moment it is engaged in building a steam transport of 
1,400 tons, and which it is expected will be finished in September. 
Farther, it is in contemplation to construct a corvette of 2,500 
tons, to be armed with 250-pounders, in the waist of the ship, and 
either 32’s or 40 smooth bores to complete the armament. 

A letter from Newchwang says, six days ago the English 
vessel Anne run into the North-German schooner Catharina on 
the starboard side, and inflicted such damage that the latter 
“wessel in a few minutes made two feet of water. A considerable 
quantity of cargo had to be thrown overboard. Both vessels 
returned to port ; the Catharina to have most of her cargo taken 
out and undergo temporary repairs; the Anne to render assist- 
ance to thecrew of the Catharina in case that vessel should 
sink, as wasat first feared. The captain of the Catharina estimates 
the damage done to his vessel at $10,000, and has made a claim 
against the Anne for that amount. It seems the matter cannot 
be settled here, as the Anne has proceeded on her journey. 

The trade with Japan has been considerable since this port 
opened, three-fourths of the vessels being for one or other of the 

‘apanese ports. It is very questionable if all the cargoes sent 
there will find a profitable market. The import trade has been 
very dull, and but for this somewhat unexpected Japanese a 
business merchants here would have had very little to do. The 
steamer Shantung leaves for Yokohama, with some 20,000 piculs 
of and oil, ina few days. 

correspondent writing from Kiu Kiang states :—Since the 
16th there has been much rain here, and the river has risen 7$ 
feet. This is calculated to retard the picking of the leaf in the 
Tea districts, which should have been commenced ere this had the 
weather been favourable. , 

The French gunboat Flamme arrived here from Hankow on 
the 22nd inst., and left on the 26th for the Poyang Lake. Her 
commander proposed to visit, if practicable, Yaouchow, Shwuy- 
hing, and Woochow, and, if the depth of water permitted, to 
ascend as far as the capital, Nanchang. To this last point it is 
very unlikely, notwithstanding the rise in the water of the Lake, 
that the Flamme can reach. It is reported that in spite of the 
agreement with M. Rochechouart, that certain ground should be 
restored to the French Mission in the capital, this ground, which 
was to be handed over to the missionaries after the next examina- 
tion, is already being built upon, whether for official or for mo- 
nastic purposes is not clear, But it is thought for the latter. 

The three gentlemen who left this place on the 19th March for 
Foochow, via the Poyang Lake, Ho-kow, Woo-E-Shan (the Bohea 
Hills), and the Jin, arrived at Foochow on the 17th instant— 
leaving Woo-E-Shan, where they spent a week, on the 11th inst. 
It is believed that this is the first occasion of this journey hay- 
ing been undertaken by foreigners, 

The three days’ races went off very successfully and with the 
absence of any heavy betting. The spirit has somewhat resumed 
the old style of Shanghai races. 

The Chief Lighthouse Engineer has gone down to the North 
Saddle with the first instalment of materiel and other appliances 
necessary for laying the foundation of a lighthouse on that 
island. A mandarin has also gone down for the purpose, it is 
said, of effecting the purchase of the land required for the light- 
house, as well as to come to an understanding with the natives as 
to the beneficent object of the building, and with the workmen, as 
to their pay. 





AMOY. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


May 9th, 1870. 

There is at present a positive and absolute dearth of news in 
Amoy. The great question, of course, that is still absorbing the 
thoughts of the foreigners is the position that the English 
Government intends taking in reference to the ratification of the 
new Convention. Lord Clarendon has been so thoroughly 
answered by Mr. Hugh Matheson that one would hope that 
some modification must be made in the policy sketched out by 
him to the deputation that waited on him. The English Govern- 
ment, however, seems so thoroughly imbued with the idea that 
foreigners in Chiua have acted as tyrants and oppressors of the 
Chinese that a fair and impartial policy can hardly be expected 
at the present time. Mr. Burlingame was thoroughly impressed 
with the same idea, and he has managed to make his countrymen 
at home believe very much as he did himself, though, as a rule, 
he has not the slightest sympathy with those of them who reside 
on the scene of action. Time, however, the great disabuser of all 
fallacies, will reveal the actual condition of things; but it is 
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8t Greys, Tis. 2.21 ; | unpleasant to consider that in the meantime the true interests of 


China are being sacrificed for an idea which is a purely senti- 
mental one, and which has no existence in fact. 

Considerable alarm has been felt at Sir R. Alcock’s proposal to 
give up Formosa. In these days of retrenchment policy one 


‘would not be surprised though his suggestion were actually 


carried out. Though to do so would, I believe, be attended 
by anything but beneficial consequences. The island, in 
a commercial point of view, is one of vast importance. It 
is rich in valiable productions. If allowed to be pro- 
perly developed it would be found to contain almost unlimited 
resources. Such is the testimony of those who have any cia 
tical experience in the matter. To retire from it now would be 
to abandon it to the old condition under which it existed before 
foreigners began to develop it. Its mineral wealth would be again 
sealed. Its vast powers of production would be checked and limi- 
ted by Mandarin exactions ; and last, though not least, the Chi- 
sese in his region would be fully convinced that nothing but 
sheer weakness had induced the foreigners to give up what they 
had been contending for for so many years. 


Great preparations have been making for some weeks for the 
reception of the Governor-General of the Province. He had 
actually started on his visitation tour, but before he had got half 
way to this place he was obliged to return very hastily to Foo- 
chow. What the causo of this sudden change may be none can 
tell. Rumours are at present rife amongst the Chinese that a 
rebellion has taken place in Wanchow, one of the new ports to 
be opened, and that he was coinpelled to return to despatch sol- 
diers to the place. As no authentic news has been received of 
any rebellion having taken place, the mere rumour must of course 
be taken for what it is: worth. . .. 





HONG KONG, 

We have advices from this port to May 12. The outward mail 
of March 17 was received on the 29th April, and that of March 35 
on the 4th May. Wo extract tha following items from the 
China Mail. | 

The Hong Kong Government Gazette of May 7 contains some 
new regulations regarding the pensions of colonial officials. The 
same number contains a letter from Lord Granville, acknow- 
ledging receipt of the work with photographic illustrations in. 
commemoration of the Duke of Edinburgh’s visit, prepared by 
Mr. Beach ; and stating that two copies had been ordered to be 
elaborately bound tor presentation to the Queen. 

Universal satisfaction has been expressed at the result, so far, 
of the home agitation against the one-sided Convention framed by 
Sir R. Alcock. 

By the present mail the genial Consul de France, M.du Chesne, 
leaves for home, after a stay of a number of years in this colony, 
The Consul’s qualities of sustained courtesy and thorouights 
genial manner have made him very popular with all classes of 
society ; and the absence of one of so happy a aspod on, who 
occupied a position so distinguished, will be felt as both a public 
and @ social misfortune. We wish the courteous Consul all suc- 
cess and prosperity. 

A Chinese female was found murdered in the house of a foreigner 
on the night of the 7th, and an inquiry is going on before the 
Coroner as to the facts. 

With respect to the clauses in the new Convention antagonistic 
to the interests of Hong Kong, the Daily Press notices that there 
are indications that the Chinese authorities at Peking, backed up 
by Sir Rutherford Alcock, are determined to doall in their power 
to divert trade from the port, and to foster it in the North, and 
there is every probability that the establishment of a Chinese Con- 
sulate will force matters still further in this direction. So far ag 
the Home Government are concerned, they seem perfectly willing 
to acquiesce in the change, and to use their utmost endeavours 
to bring Hong Kong down to the level of a mere military and naval 
station, so that, though as a calling place for steamers it will ne- 
cessarily continue to maintain considerable importance, there is 
no question that, excepting the establishment of a railway or 
some other similar event arise to alter the nature of affairs very 
materially, Hong Kong is destined to sink more and more into in- 
nignulcence as an emporium of foreign trade as compared with 
other ports. Under such circumstances there is room for the 
most serious apprehension with respect to the operation of those 
clauses in the new Convention, which the Home Government 
seem perfectly prepared to accept, notwithstanding that ti ey 
pst) evidently designed.as a blow at the trading interests of the 
colony. 

Public attention has continued to be directed to the state of 
police administration in the colony, and there is some prospect of 
an improvement being effected in an important direction, it being 
proposed to institute a system by which the various inspectors 
will have a better opportunity than has hitherto been the case of 
obtaining some knowledge of the Chinese language, their 
ignorance of which has been a great drawback to their efficiency.

At last the judicial case which has so long occupied public at- 
tention, V. Gumpach v. Hart, has been decided, and the Inspector- 
General of Chinese Customs has encountered a damaging defeat. 
Althouvh public opinion has been somewhat divided with reference 
to the justice of Mr V. Gumpach’s claim for damages. on the score 
of misrepresentation as to his position in the Peking College, there 
has been a very general expression of satisfaction at Mr. Hart's 
discomfiture, and his appearance in the witness-box has been very 
strongly contrasted with the frank and manly way in which his ad. 
versary submitted to cross examination. Having the whole Cus- 
toms’ revenue to fall back upon the Inspector-General does not in- 
tend to give in, however, and is resolved to put the plaintiff to the 
exiense of an appeal to the Privy Council, for the purpose of prose- 
cuting which Mr. Campbell, “chief secretary to the Inspector-Gene- 
ral of Customs,” goes home by this mail. It is expected, never- 
theless, that the Chinese Government will be very much dis- 
pleased on learning the manner in which its conduct with regard 
to the Peking “ University ” has been exposed. Prince Kung has 
not shown a very complaisant disposition of late to Mr. Hart. 

The Marine Department, which has been organised, though 
very quietly, at an immense expense, has been brought to 
a standstill by the withdrawal of the whole of the tonnage 
dues from Mr. Hart’s control, for the purpose. as is asserted, of 
defraying the expenditure entailed by the prolongation of the 
Burlingame Mission in Europe. In consequence of this stoppage 
of supplies, the three steam gunboats brought out from England 
recently to form the marine squadron under the orders of Captain 
Forbes the “ Marine Commissioner,” are to be temporarily laid up.

The agents here are Messrs, 
Wm.G. Haleand Co. The North German corvette Medwsa is here, 
undergoing some repairs, and has availed of the magnificent float. 
ing dock belonging to the French Government. The new Govern.

ready, and is one of the finest buildings in the East. ; 

Our rainy season has now thoroughly set in, and our next rice 
crop will doubtless be a very large one.

BANGKOK. 

The only important item of news from this place is the death, 
by drowning of Senhor Vianna, the Portuguese Consul-General at 
Bangkok. It occurred while bathing in the Chow Phya River, at 
Banpeng, a short distance below Ayuthia, the old capital of Siam, 
during a pleasure trip, in company with Mr. Reichman, of Bang- 
kok. Mr. Reichman warned him not to swim out too far, as there 
might be alligators in the river ; he disregarded the caution, swam 
out some distance, dived under twice, and the second time did not 
reappear. The bystanders at once concluded that he had been 
seized by an alligator, but when the body was recovered next day 
it was unmutilated, though some parts of it were blackened ina 
strange manner. The deceased was much esteemed by the foreign 
community.

ing the progress of the Railway extension in Java, the 
N. B. Handelsblad in its overland summary of the 29th April, 
has the following :— 

“It is a melancholy fact that the Railway from Samarang into 
the interior cannot be completed, from the want of sufficient 
capital. If the State affords no help, the works in Djocjokarta 
must very speedily be stopped. he day before yesterday, 
another meeting of Raad (Council) of India was held on this 
important affair. Most accurate estimates place the deficit 
at f.1,800,000. If this help is refused, the concession must fall to 
the ground, and endless delay for the line from Batavia to 
Buitenzorg will also arise ; and, on the other hand, the financial 
results will be very injurious to the State. But we think the 
heedlessness very blamable whereby former estimates and calcu- 
lations were made, for however many may be the reasons brought 
forward for excuse, the deficit cannot he ascribed to unlooked-for 
circumstances. A wrong direction of affairs has also taken place. 
The decision on the help asked for is uncertain, for a report that 
500,000f. have been placed at the disposal of the Railroad Com- 
pany is groundless. The N. I. Government thinks, apparently, 
that ripe deliberation is necessary. 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


SINGAPORE. 

Advices from this port are to the 19th May. The Emglish Mails 
of the 8th and 15th of April arrived out on the 10th and 16th 
May respectively. London telegrams had been received up to 
5th May. The following is the Straits Times summary of news :— 

By the mail which arrived on the 10th inst. we received a copy 
of the letter of the Straits Association in London of Earl Gran- 
ville, on the subjects of the cost of Government House and the 
Singapore Waterworks. The letter is, as usual, very ably and forci- 
bly written, and makes a very practical recommendation to Earl 
Granville to order the appropriation of the money voted for the 
new steamer to the completion of the Waterworks. In the cor- 
respondence between the Governor and the Municipal Commis- 
sioners on Waterworks, his Excellency said the question would 
be brought before the Legislative Council at an early day. At 
last there is a prospect of it being finally disposed of, for, 
after a recess of nearly five months, the formal opening of 
the session is announced to take place at the Town Hall on 
Monday next, the 23rd inst. At the time of closing the session 
last year there were a number of matters under considera- 
tion which the Government deemed of urgent importance to the 
well being of the Colony, and which were allowed to stand over. 
on condition that no objection was to be raised against their 
being passed in their present form early in the ensning session,— 
a sort of tacit understanding which, it is to be hoped, for the 
sake of efficient legislation, will not often be come to before a 
measure has been thoroughly discussed and brought to perfection. 
It is probable these questions will be revived shortly, and that 
ere long our little community will find itself again in the heat 
of discussion of tocal politics—which, however little they may 
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interest the general public, hive Srageently an important bearing 
upon the social and commercial welfare of the Colony. 

We are glad to be able to announce that the Hon. W. H. 
Read has been reinstated in the offices of Honorary Magistrate 
and Justice of the Peace—which it may be remembered he 
resigned nearly a year ago, in consequence of a censure passed 
upon him by H. E. the Governor, on account of his actiou in a 
case which had already been dismissed by the sitting magistrate, 
Mr. Gottlieb. Mr. Read’s reinstalment was duo to the interven 
tion of Earl Granville, Sécretary of State for the Colonies, to 

‘whom the case was referred. Karl Granville, while concurring in 
the opinion that Mr. Read’s omission to consult the stipendiary 
magistrate before taking the case in hand evinced a want of 
respect towards that ohicer yet administers a quiet reproof to 
his Excellency for having taken upon himself to interfere in the 
way he did, and censure Ar. Read. 

he Chief Justice left this for Penang on May 6, in the Colonial 
steamer /etho, to hold the criminal session there, which opened 
on May 9. The session was a very short one, for on May 16 we find 
the Chief Justice of Malacca holding a special session, there being 

‘an unusual number of criminal cases to dispose of there,—four of 

which we are told are for murder, and several others being for 
ng robbery. Within the past few months a number of outrages 

‘ve been committed in that settlement, the cause being gancrelly 
attributed to the disturbances in Klang, but being, we believe, 
more properly due to the organisation of a regular gang of thieves, 
whose operations have in one or two instances met with a summary 
check,—one of the gang having received a stab as they were 
endeavouring to effect an entrance into a house, which killed him 
on the spot, upon which the others took flight. A few more cases 
of this sort would check this species of crime more effectually 
than could be done by any other means. 

The effect of the Suez Canal upon the Eastern mail service is 
foreshadowed by the fact that a steamer of the Messageries Im- 

eriales has been already able to deliver the French mail here on 
ita thirty-first day from London; and that notwithstanding that 
she grounded in the Canal, and remained fast for twenty-four 
hours. The English mail of April 8, by the P. and O. steamer, 
reached here on Its hirty-scounid’ day from London, or on the 10th 
inst , having been brought on by two fast steamers on this side, 
both making rapid passages, and forming a good connection at 
Galle, so that the mail was delivered here two days sooner than 
might have been expected. 

‘The following is an extract from the despatch of Earl Granville 
to Governor Ord, above alluded to:— 

I have fully considered as well your despatch No. 183, of Sept. 
2, relating to Mr. Read’s letter of August 8, 1869, as your subse-

Mr. Read’s reference of this case to me renders it unavoidable 
that I should express an opinion respecting his conduct on the 
Bench, which otherwise I should have refrained from doing. 

Considering that the case brought before him had just received 
full and careful consideration at the hands of Mr. Gottlieb, I 
think Mr. Read was, to say the least, wanting in courtesy to his 
brother magistrate in not consulting him upon it before arriving 
at an onpoei conclusion ; and I am bound to say that the reasons 
assigned by Mr. Read for his not doing so do not appear to me en- 
tirely satisfactory. 

But bearing in mind that the error which Mr. Read has com- 
mitted was an error of judgment in the performance of his ma- 
gisterial duties, and attaching, as I do, the highest importance to 
the necessity of avoiding any appearance of interference on the 

rt of the Executive with officers in the performance of such 
uties, I regret that you should have thought it necessary to in- 
terpose and pass any censure on Mr. Kead. 

he result of such interference has been that for the time the 
admittedly valuable services of Mr. Read as a magistrate have 
been lost to the colony, but I entertain a strong hope that, after 
this frank expression of my opinion, both parties to this contro- 
veray will be ready to forget what has passed, and that Mr. Read 
will be induced to withdraw his resignation of the office of 

Justice of the Peace and Police Magistrate.

SmancHar.—We take the following from Messrs. C. J. Skeggs and Co.'s 
Circular:—The unfavourable nature rf the telegrams and the lateness of 
the season, combined with the undesirable descriptions of silk on offer have 
tended to check operations; so that, although the dealers have latterly 
been willing to accept a decline of Tls. 10.02 medium, and Tis, 10 to 20 on 
common parcels of Taysaam sorts, transactions for the fortnight only 
reach about 250 bales, stock is reduced to about 250 bales, and our next 
issue on the 19th May will close season 1869-70. With regatd to pro- 
spects for the coming season, it is too soon even to speculate on the pro- 
bable outturn; so far the worms have progressed favourably, but the 
critical period will not arrive for nearly three weeks yet.

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COURT OF COMMON PLEAS. 
GILLILAND V. THB PENINSULAR AND ORIENTAL STEAM NAVIGATION 
OOMPANY. 

The plaintiff in this case was the widow of Mr. Gilliland, and sh - 
sued on behalf of herself, his mother, and his two children, to recov: 
damages for the loss that they had sustained by his death. Ti.- 
plaintiff's case was, that Mr. Gilliland was thirty-seven years of aye. 
and he was employed by the Indian Government in the accountant’ ~ 
office in the Paojaub. His salary was £660 a-year, and had he livid 
until he was fifty-five it would probably have rieen to £1,200. He 
would also have been entitled toa pension. He came to England on 
sick leave, and on his return journey he embarked at Suez on boar! 
the Carnatic steamship, which belonged to the defendants, on Sunday , 
12th September, 1869. In the course of the voyage the versel mu 
upon a coral reef, turned over and went down, and Mr. Gilliland and 
thirty other persons lost their lives. The action was founded upon the 
allegation that the loss was occasioned through the negligence of the 
defendants’ servants. ; 

The defence was that the ship was properly and skilfully navigated, 
but that she, without fault, got out of her course, and so on to the 
reef. It was, however, submitted that, even had the ship been un- 
skilfully navigated this would not have been material in this action, 
because the getting upon the reef was not the proximate cause of Mr. 
Gilliland’s death. The captain had an interview with three of the 
passengers, and explained to them the state of the circumstances, and 
they thought with him that it would be better that the passenger* 
should net.be Janded. Sbadwan Island was merely a barren rock 
without water, and the passengers would there have been exposed to 
the full force of the sun. Further, the Sumatra steamer was expected 
to pass, and she did in fact come up and took the passengers on board- 
Beyond thia, there was until very shortly before the end nothing to 
show that there was immediate danger, and under the circumstances 
it was contended that there was no fault whatever in not sooner get 
ting the passengers out of the ship. Evidence was given for the 
defence, and it was stated that the vessel must have run upon the reef 
either in consequence of the compasses being out of order, which they 
were liable to be in an iron ship, or in consequence of currents, which 
were uncertain and varying in that part of the sea, having affected the 
course of the ship. The captain and the chief officer positively denied 
that the Carnatic was racing with the Tigre, either befure or at the 
time of the accident. In cross-examination, the Captain stated that 
the result of the inquiry which had taken place was that his certificate 
had been suspended. Mr. Butt, the plaintiff s counsel, in a vigorous re - 
ply, urged that, being four miles out of his course, the captain ought not 
to have ron upon a known coral reef at a speed of twelve or thirteen 
miles an hour, and that, at any rate, he should have put his passengers 
into the boats which were alongside, and either landed them before 
the Carnatic went down, or kept them at a short distance to abide 
the event. : ; 

Mr. Justice Byles left it to the jury to say whether there was such 
a want of skill or care on the part of the defendants’ servante in get- 
ting on the reef as caused Mr. Gilliland to lose hia life. He expressed 
his opinion that the suspension of the certificate ought not to influence 
the jury, and that they should set against that fact the long previous 
successful career of the captain on varions vessels and in different 
parts of the world. Farther, he asked the jury to consider whether 
there was additional negligence in not endeavouring sooner to land 
the passengers on the Shadwan Island. He ruled that even if there 
were no subsequent negligence, then the getting upon the reef was 
sufficiently proximate to the death of Mr. Gilliland to render the de 
fendants liable. The jury, after considering the matter for half an 
hour, found that there was negligence both in running the veasel on 
to the reef and in not getting the passengers off sooner, and they 
assessed the damages at £3,000, of which they gave to the widow £2,000, 
the children £400 each, and the mother £200. A bill of exceptions 
was tendered to the ruling of the learned judge.

THE SUEZ CANAL, : 

At a meeting of the Royal Geological Society Professor Haughton 
read a paper on the “ Probable Geological Effects of the Permanent 
Opening of the Suez and Darien Canals.” He described the Suez Canal 
as an interference with nature. He gave a graphic description of the 
Atlantic and Indian Oceans, with their two great offshoota—the Medi- 
terranean and the Red Sea—sea3 with not a very limited rainfall area, 
and subject to immense evaporation; in fact having all the circam- 
stances in their favour to make them the seat of strong currents, the 
natural tendency of the meeting of which is to build up that vast sand 
or mud bar, the Isthmus of Suez. The new Canal he regarded as a 
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scratch of a spade, by the hand of a child, across the bar of the two 
oceans; and the re-formation of that bar he regarded as certain—it 
would probably be re-formed beyond Port Said. He thought the Da- 
rien Canal would have a totally different success. Nature, in scooping 
out the great gulf in which the West Indian Ielands lie, showed her de- 
termination to break through the isthmus somewhere, and the great 
South Atlantic current would keep any canal open tha! was cut. 


MR. COOPER’S TRAVELS. 

At the last meeting of the season of the Royal Geugraphical Society 
held in the theatre of the Royal Institution, Albemarle-street—Sir 
Roderick Murchison in the chair, 

Mr. T. T. Cooper read an interesting description of his recent 
travels in Western China and Eastern Thibet. With only a party of 
two interpreters and a muleteer, Mr. Cooper started from Chung-Too, 
in the province of Se Chuen, with the view of ascertaining whether 
any practicable route exists between China and our Indian possessions, 
ao as to facilitate trade between India and China. His object was to 
reach Lassa, but this intention was frustrated owing to impending 
political struggles, and after passing Kofau and Ye-tang, be was 
obliged to make a halt at Batang, and instead of going forward to 
Assam, only 150 miles distant, to make a circuitous route across the 
Kiu-Chu-Kiang River to Yun-nan, along the precipitous banks of the 
La-San River, and afterwards to Weesi-fu, whcre he was imprisoned 
for five weeks, but afterwards got safely back to Shanghai. The valleys 
of Thibet he passed through are remarkably fertile, and studded in 
some eases with very fine walnut trees; but the great characteristic is 
the apparent abundance of gold, which, however, like everything else 
of a yellow colour, belonga of right to the Llama priests. The passage 
over the mountains of Tassan was exceedingly laborious and painfal, 
the great altitude reached causing bleeding at the nose and ears, and 
for many days great privations were sustained apart, from the dangers 
of exploration, owing to the jealousy of the priests and their fear of an- 
nexation of their country by the Palime. Mr. Cooper considers the 
Chinese maps are substantially correct as to the rivers and mountains, 
and that if the Himalayas do reach the Thibetian mountains their con- 
volutions do not interfere with road communication between Assam 
and China. : 

Sir Rutherford Alcock spoke in warm terms of Mr. Cooper's ene 
and ability in accomplishing so difficult an exploration where the 
jealously of the Llama priests was so great an obstacle. He hoped a 
practical route would be found between Assam and Se Chuen, if not 
over the mountains, perhaps by tracing one of those great rivers into 
connection with the Ganges, and such a discovery would be of greater 
value, if of leas fame, than that of the source of the Nile. 

The Chairman warmly applauded Mr. Cooper’s paper, and assured 
him the society would do everything in their power to aid in the ex- 

loration of Thibet; and after a few words from Mr. Saunders, to which 

r. Cooper replied, the meeting was formally adjourned till next 
session. A large and fashionable audience attended, among whom were 
Admirals Belcher, Collinson, and Hall, Sir R. Alcock, Colonel Grant, &c 


POSTAGE RATES TO INDIA AND CHINA, 


(June 18th.) Mr. Crawrorp asked the Postmaster General whether, 
when the intended reduction of postage on letters passing between this 
country and France had been carried into effect, it would not be fair 
and equitable to make a corresponding reduction on the postage of 
ehete passing through France by the overland mails to and from the 

t. 


The Marquis of HanrincTon replied that the additional postal con- 
vention with France, which was agreed upon Jast September, would 
come into operation on the first of next month. It, however, pro- 
vided only for a reduction of the rates on international letters. It 
did not affect the payment by the British to the French Government 
for mails conveyed through France. It would not be possible to make 
any reduction in the postage rates to the East. 


LAUNCHES. 

On the 18th inst. there was launched from the shipbuilding yard of 
Mr. W. F. Moore, at Plymouth, a fine barque, 650 tons burthen, and 
440 tons register. She is to be known by the name of the Florence, 
and is intended for the China trade. The vessel will be fitted ont as 
soon as possible, and she is to be commanded by Captain Luxton. 


A fine clipper brig, named the Lunan, has been launched from Messre. 
Humphrey's shipbuilding-yard at Aberdeen. The vessel is 122 fect 
long, 24 feet 6 inches broad, and 14 feet deep. She is of 270 tons 
register, and is to be commanded by Captain Cargill. The Lunan, 
which has been built for Mr. J. W. Morice, London, is intended for the 
China coast trade. 


There has been launched from the shipbuilding-yard of Messrs. 
Henderson, Coulborn and Co., Renfrew, a screw ateamer of 240 tons 
builders’ measurement. Her engines, of 40 horse-power nominal, are 
on the builders’ patent compeund principle. She is built to the order 
of William Ferrier-Kerr, Eeq., Glasgow, for the Borneo Company, and 
was christened the “Sri Sarawak” by the wife of Captain Hewit, who 
will command the veszel. 
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Iuport Duties at Manita.—Boarp oF Trap, June 18.—The 
Right Hon. the Lords of the Committee of Privy Council fur Trate 
have received a despatch from Her Majesty's Consul at Manils, report- 
ing that by a decree dated March 29th, 1870, the Customs duties pay- 
able upon the importation into the Philippine Islands of the following 
articles, which were abolished by a decree of the 16th of December, 1867, 
have been reimposed :—Sweet oil, codfish (bacalao), salted or smoked 
beef, mutton, or pork, hams and venison, chickpeas, grain, and seeda, 
such as hay, rye, beana, maize, lentile, &c.—green herbe, garlic, onions, 
potatoes, and the like; butter and lard, dried, salted, and smoked fi-b, 
eardines, hung: beef, bacon,wheat, cattle, asses, horser, mules, sheep, &c., 
swine, and buffaloes, trees, plants, and seed, charcoal, and live fish. 
The provisions of this decree will come into operation at the expiration 
of eight months from the date of its publication. 


Tae Mip CHanneL TrE.ecRaPH Cabie.—The Western Morning 
News reports that the mid-Channel telegraph cable ig being taken up, 
and the ship Brisk, which was placed fifty miles south-west of the 
Land’s End, is removed from her moorings. Three reasons are 
assigned for giving up the cable. The Brisk rolled very much in 
consequence of the heavy swell of the sea and the strong curren. 
which prevail in the chops of the Channel; moreover, she is not 
suitable, being too large, and presenting too much eurface to the se*. 
Next, homeward bound vessels bave not used the cable extensively. 
And thirdly, the cable has parted frequently, and thus the communi- 
cation has been interrupted and uncertain, which has occasioned 
disap pvintment. 


Tue launch of the new clipper steamer to be called the Lord of the 
Isles, which has been delayed owing to the lute low tides on the Clyde, 
is expected to come off to-morrow. She has been built for Messis 
Shaw, Maxton and Co.’s China line, and is of about 2,400 tons burthen 


EXxPeRigxcED manufacturers, who have examined some specimens of 
silk from California, pronounce it to be equal to the best silk of India 
and Japan, tho fibre being very strong and fine, free from impurities, 
and remarkably smooth and glossy. Up to the present time much 
difficulty has been experienced in obtaining proper machinery for reel- 
ing the cocoons, but this is in a fair way tu be settled. 


- At the last meeting of the Zoological Suciety of London the secre- 
.tary called attention to a deer sent home from Singapore by order of 
H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh. This animal appeared to belong to 
a new species, and was proposed to be called Cervus Atfredi. Mr. R. 
Swinhoe read zoological notes made during a journey from Canton te 
Peking and Kalgan. 


Tue “Albert” gold medal, instituted for ‘“destinguishcd merit in 
promoting arts, manufactures, and commerce,” has this year been 
awarded to M. Ferdinand de Lesseps, ‘‘for services rendered to arta, 


manufactures, and commerce by the realisation of the Suez Canal.” 


INTELLIGENCE has been received ,of the less of Her Majesty's gun- 
vessel Slaney on the 16th May, off the Paracels group, in a gale. Com 
mander Elwyn, Lieutenant Evatt, Mr. Ryall (the surgeon), and forty- 
three men were drowned. 


Har Magzsty's ecrew sloop Columbine, 4 guns, 672 tons, 150-horse 
power, lately fitted at Sheerness, is ordered to be commissioned for 
service in China aud the East Indies. The Columbine is to be com- 
manded by Commander Jobn C. Tucker, who was promoted in 1866 
from the command of the Algerine, gun-veasel at China, and will 
have a complement of 130 officers and men. She was last in commic- 
sion in the Pacific, and was paid off in Junuary, 1868. 


Dr. HasskaRL, formerly superintendent of the Botanic Gardens, and 
introducer of the cinchona plant into Java, publishes a monograph of 
the Indian Commelinacee, especially those of the Indian Archipelago, 
with a few other species. 


Mr. MagenaM, Consal at Chefoo, now in London, is preparing a nar- 
rative of his journeys and experiences. 


Messrs. Horst and Biackerr announce 7'ravels of a Naturalist in 
Japan and Manchuria, by Arthur Adame, F.L.S., Staff Surgeon, R.N.

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COLONIAL GOVERNORS AND COLONIAL JUDGES 


(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) : 

‘A Parliamentary paper relating to the removal and suspension of 
colonial judges throws a curious light on the sort of subject in which 
Englishmen in the various outlying fragments of the British Empire 
take interest and consequently quarrel over; and it alao illustrates 
the habit of Englishmen, including Secretaries of State, to prefer false 
iszues to true ones, provided only that the firet be conventional and 
familiar. Thelittle but rather important British dependency, consisting 
of three morsels of territory at the end of the Malay Peninsula, and called 
the Straits Settlement, appearstohave been recently disjoined at itsown 
request from the Indian Ewpire. Asa matter of fact its conncetion was 
not with India, but with the ast India Company, for it wasa most con- 
venient halting-place on the way to China, and of no small value to the 
Company while it had the monopoly of the Chincse trade. It Coes not 
contain, moreover, like India, an indigenous population, butis mainly 
occupied by a mixture of races attracted by the shelter afforded to them 
by British power. The free admission of all British traders into China 
took away all meaning from its subjection to the Government at Cal- 
cutta, and the British residents secm for a long scries of years to have 
clamoured for a separation, alleging that the Indian Government, ac- 
customed toa wholly different order of things, misunderstood, and con- 
sequently negiccicd or injured, the intcrests of the far-remoyved little 
settlement. ‘This agitation was succcssiul, and a few years ago the Di fa- 
ciles of Downing-street granted the cetublishment of the Straits Settle- 
ments as ascparate CrownColony. The Indian and Anglo-Chinese news- 
papers have resounded ever siuce with far louder complaints than ever 
from the newly made colonists. They scem to find their ncw Government 
more cumbrous than the old one, far more difficult to move, and much 
more expensive: what seems to gall them most of all, they find it in- 
finitely more ceremonioua and pretentious. Their real grievances, 
however, are scarcely of a nature to afford a ground for a solemn 
Political movement, and accordingly they prefer to repicseut that they 
experience the greatest concern and alarm at a provision in the ordi- 
nance prescribing their Government which appears to them to threaten 
the “ independence ” of their judges. It scems that when the settle- 
ment belonged to India, the judges held office during the Queen's 
pleasure, aud were removable, therefore, only by Her Majesty on the 
advice of a Cabinet Minister. But under the ordinance, the governor 
of the settlement may “suspend” a judge, peuding the receipt of a 
despatch from the Colonial-office reinstating him or confirming his 
deposition from the bench. 

he Colonial Secretary makes one point in his reply which deserves 
attention, and this we will notice presently. Be:ives this, he sends 
ont some memoranda and minutes by members of the Privy Council 
which seem to us quite irrelevant to the true question, but which cer- 
tainly disclose a curious state of the law. It appca-s that under an old 
Act of Parliumeut, of which Burke was the author, a colouial Guvernor 
can “amove'’ a judge appointed under a Crown patent, but the judge 
can appeal to the Privy Council. The Privy Councillor, whose opi- 
nions have been submitted to Parliament, enter on a discussion whether 
the exercise of this power of ‘‘amotion,” subject to appeal, is or is 
not a more convenient course than a refcrence by Iler Majesty 
to the Judicial Committee of the whole question whether a particular 
judge has so misconductcd himself as to deserve removal. For reasons 
which are not without force, they conclude that the former course is 
practically more convenient. But this is not really the point raised 
in the memorial from the Straits Scttiement. The power of ‘ amotion” 
exists independently of any colonial oidinance, and the ordinance con- 
stituting the Straits Settlement a colony appears to confer on the Go- 
vernor a wholly new power intended to be used in quite a new way. 
The Governor is not to “amove,” but to suspend; and in this last case 
the appual is not-toa judicia! tribunal, but to the Secretary of State, 
who iy technically answerable for all the acts of his official subordi- 
nate, the Guvirnor. We must own that this expcdient seems to us to 
have the double eect of unduly weakening the eeuse of responsibility 
both in the Secretary of State and in the governor. The Governor no 
longer feels that he is taking a step which can be appealed against, as 
@ mattcr of strict right, to a perfectly impartial tribunal. The Scere- 
tary of State is not ferced to give to a mere cunfrmation all the 
grave reflection which he would probably bestow on an original act 
of his own; it becomes a mere question of whether he shall 
back a subordinate or throw him over, and on this his leaning 
will always be towards supporting the exccutive functionary. The 
truth is that these powers of “ amotion” or suspension arc only de- 
fensible and are ouly defended in these papers Ly reasons which have 
ceased to have any applicability to the majority of the colonies, 
The one great reason for conterring them on governors was the 
distance of the colonics from England. But this element of dis- 
tance has becn annulled in the case of most of them by the post and 
thetelegraph. ‘I'he Straits Settlement, at all events, liesin the very route 
of the China mail, and communicates casily both with India and with 
Australia. It does not appear in any way why a charge of misconduct 
on the part of a judge could not be investigated on the spot by the 
governor, and all the materials, together with the judge’s defence, if 
he chooses to make one, referred to the Secretary of State for an 
original decision. It is quite right that culonial judges should hold 
office during the Queen's pleasure, and not, as do English judges, 
during good behaviour ; nor is there any urgeut reason for getting rid 
of the statutory power of * amotion.”” But im the case of a colony not 
farther off than India, cause has not been shown for this new power of 
suspension which the Indian Goverament does not enjoy or apparently 
require for judges who might make themselves uch more dangerous 
than the judges of the Straits Scttlement. 

The Duke of Buckingham, who waa the Secretary of State answering 
the memorial, certainly referred to a point which ought not to be left out 
of sight when he delicately hinted that colonial judges are not quite made 
of the eume stuff as English judges, and are viten not controlled to the 
Baume extent, through the absence of an efficient bar. The barristers 
Placed on the bench in India and the Colonies haye certainly not 
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attained in general the same professional success which qualifies for | 
the English bench ; but it is fair to remember that in the pecaliar 
state of the English bar there may te great ability without corres- - 
ponding euccess, and that in the case of judges sent to tropical climates 
the practice now obtains of appointing them for obvious reasons at what 
among barristers is considered an early age. But we must recollect 
that the question raised isa question between colonial judges and ' 
colonial governors. If colonial judges are sometimes tempted to join 
in and even to head small local agitations, colonial governors are not - 
seldom vain, fussy, and intolerably pompous. Of the two the chanceg 
are on the whole that the governor is the more unreasonable; for his 
Excellency, who represents the Queen, isa little apt to resent the very 
existence of his Honour, who has the Queen's patent, as a standing 
indignity offered to himself. There should be very strong reasons 
for allowing one of thesc-petty dignitaries to have the power of degrad- 
ing the other. 





THE CIVIL SERVICE ESTIMATES, 

The Civil Service Estimates for the present financial year, 
which ends on the 31st March, 1871, have been issued. The 
amcunt required to defray the Government Embassies and Con- 
sulates abroad presents a total of £620,593; the vote for the past 
year—1869-70—was £693,218, so that the reduction which the 
present Government has annourced its intention of carrying out 
will, according to these figures, result in a saving of £72,655. O€ - 
this reduction it appears that £12,448 will be effected on the Di+ 

lomatic Service, and £60,207 upon the Consular establishments. 
pan the cffects of this course of action in impairing the efficiency 
of the services it is not our present intention to comment; the 
present article is merely a summary of the figures as detailed in 
the estimates, and we may leave those of our readers who are in- 
terested in the matter to form their own opinions with regard to 
the results to be produced by the changes now going forward. 

Turning to those figures which refer especially to China and the 
Far East, and commeucing with the Diplomatic Service, we find 
votes of £6,000 for the Minister Plenipotentiary in China, and of 
£1,200 for the Secretary of Legation and the Chinese Secretary. 
As regards Japan the figures represent totals of £4,000 for the 
Minister, £800 for the Secretary of Legation, and £700 for the 
Japanese Secretary. In the case of these two establishments, the. 
estimates differ in no respect from those of the preceding year. 

We come next to the Consular Services, which, as regards China, 
exbibit the foilowing figures :— Assistant-Chinese Secre 
£600, Assistant and Accountant, £400 (a reduction of £100), and 
Surgeon £600, making a total of £1,600. The allowance of £900 
for the Colonial Auditor and his assistant disappears from the 
estimates, which are thereby reduced by that sum. The Consuls’ 
salaries and allowances amount to £12,900, divided thus—Amoy | 
£900, Canton £1,600, Chefoo £9v0, Foochow £1,300, Hankow 
£1,500, Kiukiang £900, Newchwang £900, Ningpo £900, Shanghai 
£1,500, Swatow £800, Taiwan £800, and Tientsin £900, with an ad- 
ditional allowance of £200. In last year’s estimates there appeared 
asum of £2,400 as “ temporary allowances to the Consuls at Shang- 
hai, Hankow, Kiukiang, and Foochow,” which are struck out. For 
the Vice-Consuls the sum required is the same as last year, £3,350, 
viz., Shanghai, Foochow (Pagoda Island), and Whampoa, each 
£750, Tamsui £6C0, and Taku £500. Interpreters figure for 
£6,200, assistants for £6,900, student interpreters for £3,300, and 
writers or linguists for £2,812. There is a charge sct down of: 
£400 for a shipping clerk at Shanghai, and one of £460 as the 
allowance to teachers for student interpreters, neither of which 
appear in last year’s estimates. Passing on we find the following 
charges : Supreme Court £7,932, against £7,637 Jast year; wages 
and allowances to gaolers, constables, coolies, and others employed 
in the public service £4,828, a sum for which there was no cor- 
responding estimate last year ; and incidental expenses, £4,985. 

The estimated cost of the Consular Establishment in Japan is 
shown by the following figures :—First there is a sum of £500 for 
a Japanese interpreter and translator, and the same amount for 
the medical officer, there being a reduction under this head of. 
£500 by the omission of the allowance for the “Assistant, Act 
countant, and Interpreter.” The Consuls’ salaries are, Hiogo £1 ,000, 
Nagasaki £900, Ne-egata £80), and akodadi <800, together 
£3,500, or £1,000 less than last year, when a sum of £1,000 ap- 
peared as the cost of the Kanagawa consulate. This is explained 
in the next estimate, that for Vicc-Consuls, which gives a total of 
£1,800, namely, £600 for each of the three ports ¥edo, Osaka, and 
Kanagawa, the last named settlement appearing for the first time 
under this head. The charge for Dutch Interpreters, which last 
year amounted to £1,300, is not in the present estimates, its place 
being cccupied by an amount of £300 as “interpreter allowances 
to three assistants.” Assistants and Student Interpreters figure 
forthe same as last year, viz., £4,500, Writers for £647, and gaolers, 
constables, &c., for £2,274, and Incidental Expenses for £1,785 

The reductions which according to these estimates are to be 
effected will he best shown by the recapitulation of the following 
figures, showing the entire sum required for the Consular Service 
in China, Japan, and Siam :—Salarics, allowances, and wages are 
charged £68,112, against £72,337, a decrease of £4,225 ; legatios 
guards £4,500, against £6,066, decrease £1,566 ; outfits and travel: 
ling £5,000 ; printing and stationery £500 ; postage £600, against 
£800, decrease £200; rent 49,413, against £10,900, decrease 
£1,487 ; chapels and chaplains £1,200, against £3,000, decrease 
£1,800 ; medical attendance, prison charges, and incidental} ex- 
penses £9,875, against £10,500, decrease £625 ; relief of distressed 
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British subjects £250.. It will be seen from the foregoing that in 
all except three divisions there are exhibited reductions on the 
previous estimate, and, we may add, that this amounts in the 
whole to £9,903, the sum required for the Service of 1869-70 being 
£109,353, and that of 1870-71, £99,450. 








TEA WEIGHTS. 

A meeting of tea dealers and grocers was held at the Terminus Hotel, 
Cannon-strect, Mr. James Abbies in the chair, for tre purpose of con- 
sidering the threatened withdrawal by the importing tea merchants of 
the one pound draft upon all packages of tea over 28lbs. ; 

Mr. Cooper, of the firm of Ridgway and Co., mord the fullowings 
resolution: —‘' That this meeting views with astonishmert and regret 
the proposal of the tea importers to alter the terms of the sale of teas, 
especially as regards the contemplated withdrawal of the one pound 
draft, and protests against this change as unjust, and calculated to 
inflict severe injury upon the re.ail traders in tea.’ Mr. Roberts te- 
conded the resolution, which was adopted. 

Mr. Bartlett, of Philips and Co., moved :—‘‘That the one pound 
draft at present allowed has been accepted by the trade as an equitable 
set-off ayainst the losses constantly and inevitably arising out of causes 
incidental to redistribution.” Mr. Law seconded the resolution, which 
was carricd. 

The meeting was addressed by Messrs. Wright, Hawkins, Belts, De- 
bac, Newsom, Tulloch, Moore, Robiceon; and others, and a resolution 
was adopted pledging the meeting to resist the propozed withdrawal of 
the-one pound draft by every legitimate means. 


Foreign Antelligence. 
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GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HamBura, June 22. 

In the present dulness of the news market under which the German 
press is suffering it is not to be wondercd at that the old sea-serpent of 
a“ German colony in the Far East” should again have put his nose above 
water. The venue has, however, this time been changed to the vicinity of 
Singapore. The well-informed Berlin correspondent of the Elberfelder 
Zeitung writes to that highly respectable semi-official journal, which 
is freely made use of by the Government of Prussia to put forth 
feelers and foreshadow coming events, as follows :—“ This time it ap- 
pears to be the earnest intention of the Government to acquire a 
colony in Asia for the North German Confederation, for the negotia- 
tions with the Malayan Rajah of Johore, in the peninsula of Malacca, 
for the sale and purchase of the island of Kalamne, are nearly com- 
poe The acquisition of this i:land stands in connection with the 

ong-proposed plan of establishing a permanent naval station for Ger- 
many on the east coast of Asia, where, eversince the expedition toJapan 

859 to 1862), there has never been more than one single corvette. 

ince the opening of the Suez Canal the J/ertha has been sent ont 
to reinforce the Jfedusa in the East, and it is intended next year to 
strengthen the naval force there by another and additional corvette. To 
engure 8 proper and abundant supply of commissariat stores for these 
vessels, it is considered very important to have a depdt of our own, 
which is to be formed, with magazines for ammunition and ships’ 
stores, on the above-named island. The Rajah in question has de- 
clined to become a member of the North German Confederation— 
probably on account of the large Federal contributions he would be 
ealled on to pay every year—and prefers to sell his sovercign rights 
over the territory to Prussia for hard cash. The island would then 
stand in the same relation to Prussia as the new Federal port and 
naval arsenal at Wilhelmshaven, in the Jahde Basen. The treaty will 
thus require the sanction of tho Prussian Chambers and also of the 
North German Parliament.” 

In consequence of representationsfrom Bremen, the Federal Council 
have drawn up 2 code of regulations for rewarding native or foreign 
captains and crews for saving the lives of German seamen in cases of 
shipwreck, fire, and other accidents at sea. The execution is to be 
placed in the hands of the Foreign-office at Berlin, and the rewards 
will no longer be honorary orders of merit or medals, which are not 
much appreciated by the mercantile marine of any nation, but useful 
nautical instruments, such as chronometers, telescopes, and ‘sextants, 
with a suitable inscription engraved on them. woos 

Herr W. von Pustau has purchased the extensive and beautifully- 
wooded grounds at Nicnstedten, on the banks of the Elbe, known as 
‘*Parish’s Villa,” from the family of the late Mr. Parish, formerly the 
head of the firm of Parish and Co., China merchants in this city, for 
the sum of 200,000 marks currency, with the intention of pulling 
down the old building and substituting on a better locality in the 
centre of the park a handsome modern country villa. _ 








HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


RorrerDam, June 22. 

The topic of the day is the fact that the Oost Indische Maatschappy 
wan Administratie en lyfrenten has been obliged temporarily to stop 
payment, in order tocome to an arrangement for its future conduct. I 
need not add that this has created the greatest astonishment and 
alarm, the general opinion being until now that this company was per- 
fectly solvent. It is stated that some India firms will lose enormously 
by this misfortune, and many rumours are circulating thereabout. 

The meeting of the Credit International of Rotterdam has alzo 
caused mach excitement, owing to the unfavourable state of the report 
and balance-sheet. 
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The Second Chamber has been occupied for some days with the New 

Postal Bill, which at last was carried by 61 against 8 votes. The de- -. 
bate has, of courac, no interest for your readers, and so I onlystate that 
the proposal of the Minister to increase the postage upon newspapers 
has failed. Notonly will the onc cent postage for the larger papers be 
maintained, but smaller ones will have only to paya rate of one half — 
cent. . 
The Minister of the Colonial Department has asked for a supple- 
mentary credit of f.100,000 to cover the expenscs of the Governor- 
General of Java during his last ¢ournée. When this bill was examined 
in the sections very severe remarks were made about this prodigality. 
Mr. Myer, it was stated, was so anxious to avoid falling short, and 
ordercd such a mass of things, that when he returned the portion of 
his equipment that had not been required, was soid in public auction 
for the enormous sum of f.45,339. 

The Dutch vessel Augusta, with a cargo of samples for the Far East, 
which are designed to promote the trade of Germany and Austria, sailed 
thig morning from our harbour. Mr. F. Peil, of Cologne, is conducting 
this enterprise. :

THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 

V'nE question of the Brindisi route for our postal service 
to India and China continues to be agitated. The T'imes, 
Economist, and other papers advocate its adoption, but our 
Postmaster-General is mute as to his inteutions on the sub- 
ject. Now, whatever may be his views on the subject, the 
public have certainly a right to know them. The memo- 
rial, signed by a large number of the influential bankers and 
merchants in the trade, forwarded a month ago, remains un- 
answered to this time. The Chairman of the P. and O Com- 
pany, at the meeting of shareholders Intely held, stated that 
no communication had been received from the Government 
as to adopting the port of Brindisi, but that they would be ° 
perfectly ready to do so according to the terms of the pre- 
sent contract when required. So it is quite clear that the 
Marquis of HartinaTon stops the way. Wo understand that 
the Dutch Governmeut have decided on using the Brindisi 
route. In addition to the Mont Cenis tunnel, which will be 
completed by the middle of next year, a project is on foot 
for piercing the St. Gothard Pass. The Brenner Pass is 
already used by passengera desirous of reaching Germany, 
and this route is also a pleasant change for Euglish travellers 
via Ostend. The time, however, is some twenty hours longer 
than by the Mont Cems. On all sides there seems a deter- 
mination to substitute Italy for France as the high road to 
the Far East. 
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THE TEA WEIGHT QUESTION. 


In our last number we gave the resolutions of the tea im- 
porters to abolish the 1 lb. draft on the Ist July next. 
We also gave the resolutions passed at a meeting of the 
wholesale dealers and of the retail trade. We now proceed to 
notice them, premising, however, that it is purely a matter in 
which the importers have a fair right to act on their own 
responsibility. The manner in which the proposed altera- 
tion have been noticed in the papers devoted to the interests 
of the dealers is however so objectionable that we cannot 
refrain from pointing out how erroneous are the doctrines of 
the dealers. The resolution of Mr. Pesk (F. Pzex, Winou, 
and Co.), seconded by Mr. Roars (Travers and Co.), is as 
follows :— 

“That we more strongly object to the proposed alteration, inasmuch 
as the allowance for draft forming an element in the merchant's 
calculation, when purchasing teas in China, its abolition will be solely 
to the advantage of Chinamen, and by no means to the benefit of im- 
porters, while it will inflict a serjous injury upon the retailers and 
small wholesale dealers in this country.” 

Passing over the grammatical blunders and obscure con- 
atruction of this resolution, we glean from it that a total 
ignorance of the matter is involved in its meaning. 
It is more than probable that the gentlemen who moved 
and seconded this resolution, and many perhaps who voted 
affirmatively thereon, have frequently perused the tables 
which are used by the tea inspector in China—more espe- 
cially the calculations where the loss of weight is included as 
an element of the cost laid down ; but they evidently donot 
know that the rapidity with which the gigantic tea trade is 
necessarily conducted in China, prevents the weighing of every 
chest of tea, as is the case in the consuming countries, while it 
is impossible for buyers in China to tell on which particular 
parcel the difference will fall. The merchants have taken 
action—tardily enough it seems to us—to benefit themselves, 
as, at the smallest computation, they must have lost on the 
head of draft only since the opening of the trade at least 
twelve million pounds weight of tea—a loss with which the 
old East India Company never saddled themselves. 


To say that the wholesale and retail trade is based upon 
this allowance of draft, as enunciated in the fourth resolu- 
tion of this meeting, is simply untrue. We know how eagerly 
the dealers look after good taring parcels, and how frequently 
they have paid a profit for chops of tea because they “tared 
well.” We consider that no time could have been more op- 
portune for the settlement of this matter than the present. 
The prices at which the trade are now purchasing, and for 
many years past have purchased, their tea, and the rate at 
which they vend it to the consumer, has left them large 
margins of profit. An analysis of one purchase which a 
few days since came under our notice, and which was bought 
at one of the largest retailers in central London, showed no 
less than 1s. 3d. per Ib. gross profit! We leave our readers 
to form their own opinion of how much or how little grievance 
the wholesale and retail dealers have to complain at the mer- 
chants at last throwing off a burden which for so many years 
they have rather apathetically borne. We notice that a sum of 
five guineas per firm is about being subscribed to carry out 
the views of the “ trade”’ in this matter. We trust at no dis- 
tant date to learn that the amount so collected has been 
handed over to the “Treasurer of the Tea-dealers and Grocers’ 
Benevolent Institution.” 











Several meetings have been held during the past week 
between the tea importing houses and the dealers, which 
ended in a resolution by the importers to postpone the time 
from the Ist to the 18th July, to which the chairman of the 
wholesale dealers replies by stating that the only mode of 
settling the question is to abandon the proposed change. 
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AFFAIRS IN JAPAN. 

Tue affairs of China have supplied a good many “ Blue- 
books” of“Yate, which it has been our not always cheerful 
duty to dissect. It is quite a relief to turn to one on Japan, 
which, though not entirely free from the depressing influence 
generally characteristic of Parliamentary papers, yet contains 
much that is novel and interesting in reference to the vast 
social and political changes that have been so quietly,.yet so 
effectually wrought out in that country during the past two 
years. The Mixapo’s abandonment of his mystic seclusion 
and entry into Yedo, the voluntary rendition by the Daimios 
of their sovereign rights, the formation of a deliberative ~ 
Assembly, and the free exchange of international courtesies 
incidental to the Duke of EpinsureH’s visit—all these have 
been chronioled, in a fragmentary sort of manner, in the local 
newspapers and in the London and China Telegraph ; but im 
the volume now before us (Japan, No. 3, 1870) we have a 
connected and official record of all these remarkable events, 
illustrated by numerous and very able translations from 
native documents, which have procured for their authors - 
(Messrs. Mitrorp and Hatt, of the Legation at Yedo) warm 
and well-deserved praise from Sir Harry Parkes and the 
Foreign-office. There are cloce on one hundred pages of 
correspondence and documents, all of them full of interest ; 
but our notice must necessarily be brief. 

Passing over a series of despatches in which Sir Harry 
Parkes informs the Foreign-otlice of the Mikapo’s arrival 
in Yedo, and of the surrender by the Daimios of their fiefs 
and revenues to him, we come to those describing the forma- 
tion of the National Council, or Parliament. It is a singu- 


lar fact that the great nobles themselves quite recognised the 


fact that their lack of experience in the earnest business of 
life rendered them unfit to assume Parliamentary duties ; and 
that they deputed their leading retainers—who are really 
administrators of the affairs of the clans—to act as their re- . 
presentatives. These deputies formed the consulting body, 
though the Daimios algo attended ; but the latter, instead of 
forming themselves into a sort of Upper House, as might 
have been expected, sat in the same chamber, and apparently 
contented themselves with listening to the debates. Such, at 
least, was the constitution of the Assembly when described 
by our Minister in April, 1869 ; whether any nearer approach 
to the form of our own Parliament has since been made, we 
are unable to say. The functions of this body would seem to be 
purely deliberative, aud in no sense legislative, for Sir Harry 
ParKgs, having applied for information on this point, was as- 
sured that its powers only extended to the recommending of 
measures to the Executive Government, which might be 
adopted or rejected, according to the Mrxano’s decision ; the 
“ Royal assent ” being in Japan by no means a mere matter of 
form. One of the earliest discussions in the new Parliament 
was on the foreign relations of the country. - At first the pre- ' 
ponderance of opinion seemed unfavourable to foreign inter- | 
course, but a document laid before the House by the Japanese 
Foreign-office, plainly showing the dangers of hostility to 
foreigners, quite dismayed the opposition, who found the argu- - 
ments adduced unanswerable. It was this debate on foreign 
affairs which induced our Representative to inquire whether 
the Parliament claimed the power of altering existing laws - 
or treaties; and the result (recorded above) was entirely 
satisfactory. In a speech made by the Mixapo to the nobles, 
he said, “I purpose to maintain foreign relations, and while 
“ seeking faithfully and sincerely to carry out engagements, 
“it will be my first object to uphold in its integrity the 
“constitutional independence of the country and the 
“throne.” Surely nothing could be more conciliating, yet 
dignified, than this ; and in all matters touching interna-: 
tional relations, Sir Harry Par«es finds the conduct of the 
Mikapbo and his Government deserving of the warmest com- 
mendation. 

We may briefly touch on a few other discussions in the 
Japanese Parliament, on which some light is thrown by this 
correspondence. One arose on the time-honoured custom of 
extorting levies of money in times of urgent necessity from 
farmers and merchants. A motion was brought forward that 
in future this system should be exchanged for the European 
one of raising money on Government bonds bearing interest ; 
this was carried by 123 Ayes to 30 Noes. Since then the 
Government has taken further lessons in Western finance, as 
evidenced by Mr. Lay’s recent successful operation on their 
behalf. On another cccasion the question whether partner- 
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galised was ably argued on both sides. Eventually the House 
came to what Sir Harry Parkes considers the right decision 
—they rejected the proposal by 142 votes to 39. A far 
more important debate than this was one on the reform of 
the Constitution, wherein six different schemes of Govern- 


_ ment, or Reform Bills, were considered. The arguments for 


and against each plan having been laid before the Mixapo, 
his Majesty promptly decided in favour of the simplest— 
that whereby each Daimio retained the government of. bis 
own territory in the capacity of prefect. Other debates bad 
reference to the national custom of Aaru-kiri, and the prac- 
tice of wearing two swords, each of which a few enthusiastic 
reformers sought to abolish. Both proposals were negatived 
by large majorities. These debates in what may be consi- 
dered a sort of experimental Parliament are full of interest, 
and, notwithstanding the restricted powers it boasts, are of 
no small value. Recent advices show that the state of the 
national exchequer—showing an alarming deficit-——has been 
laid before the Assembly, and we shall await with no little 
curiosity the advice that will be tendered as to the best mode 
of replenishing ‘the empty coffers of the State. Of the diffi- 
culties that yet stand in the way of the remodelled Govern- 
ment, those of finance will probably prove the most difficult 
to overcome. 

A small but very important part of this correspondence 
has reference to the introduction of railways and telegraphs 
into Japan. Sir Harry Parkes has undoubtedly made good 
use of his opportunities of urging these measures on the 
Japanese authorities, and they soon recognised the expediency 
of acting on his advice, but found a difficulty in procuring 
the requisite funds. A beneficent fairy however opportunely 
appeared in the person of My. H. N. Lay, and the manner in 
which he met their wishes is described by the Minister in 
these curious terms :—“ Their difficulty in making a oom- 
“mencement lay in the want of funds, and this was met by 
“an offer on the part of Mr. Lay to lend the Government 
“ £1,000,000 sterling on the security of the projected line of 
“railway and the Customs’ revenues. They accepted this 
“ offer, and Mr. Lay returned to England to raise the above 
“sum.” According to this Mr. Lay undertook to lend the 
money before he had taken any steps to raise it! Whatever 
peculiarities there may be about the manner in which the 
money has been procured, we cannot but feel that there 
is great reason for congratulation in the fact that rail- 


ways have actually been undertaken in the country. A (2) 


line of telegraph is already in operation, and others are 
in progress. In the hands of so energetic and practi- 
cal a people there can be no doubt of the entire success 
of both these undertakings, more especially as a commence- 
ment was not made with either until the question had 
been fully discussed in Parliament, and the opposing party— 
at first rather strong—had been brought round to a favour- 
able view of the innovations. Translations are given of 
minutes handed in by two members of the Government in 
support of railways, one of which contains a remarkable 
paragraph anticipating and refuting the very objection which 
is made so much of by the Chinese Government—namely, that 
the employment of steam locomotion for inland traffic would 
throw native boatmen and others out of employ, and thus 
produce discontent, starvation, and ruin. “If railways were 
constructed,” says the writer of this minute, “aged men, 
“women, and children would travel with ease, and trade 
“would become more and more flourishing. Chair- 
“ bearers, horse-boye, boatmen, and innkeepers will reap 
“the benefit of the increasing prosperity, and will be 
“able to find means of gaining a livelihood.” Here 
we roust bring our commentary to a close. It neces- 
sarily gives but a meagre outline of a most interest- 
ing series of papers, and we strongly recommend those who 
have the time and inclination to learn more to get the Blue- 
book and read it conscientiously through. We have entirely 
passed over many interesting details regarding the hospitable 
-reception accorded to the Duke of Epinpurou, which re- 
flected the highest credit on the Japanese Monarch and his 
officials, and was most gratifying to the Prince and his coun- 
trymen. Their conduct on this occasion is consistent with 
many other evidences of a sincere desire to cemeut friendiy 
relations with Great Britain, which deserve our respect and 
admiration. 
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Ir was pretty generally understood that the delay on the 
part of the Foreign-office in giving any definitive reply to 
the numerous representations made by mercantile bodies 
against the new China Convention, was due to Lord CuaREn- 
pon’s wish that Sir RutHERFoRD ALOOOCK, on his return to 
this country, should himself study these criticisras on his 
action, and draw up an answer to them. Judging from the 
time he bas taken to do this, it would seem that a good deal 
of thought and ingenuity was required to meet the objec- 
tions raised against the Convention, but at last the results 
of his task are before us, in the shape of the Parliamentary 
paper noticed in our last issue. Sir RurHERForD’s “ Memo- 
randum,” which is somewhat diffuse, has been forwarded by 
the Foreign-office to the Committee of London Merchants 
and to the various Chambers of Commerce who memorial- 
ised, with a curt note from the Under-Secretary, stating that 
Lord CiarEnDon’s object in communicating it to them is 
“not to invite any further controversy on the subject, but 
“simply to inquire whether it alters or modifies the views 
“ already expressed concerning the Convention.” 

Turning to the Memorandum itself, we find that the writer 
classifies the arguments of the merchants, and combats them 
all more or less vigorously, occasionally, however, making ad- 
missions that very much damage his case. Sir RuTmeRFORD 
starts by repudiating the charge of having first sought the 
advice of the mercantile communities as to the bases of his 
Convention and then deliberately disregarded it. He was 
bound, he says, to ask the opinions of these communities for 
hig own guidance, but could only take action in accordance 
with his instructions from Government, and that Government 
“ held a very different opinion from the memorialists. This,” 
Sir RurHerrorp observes with delightful self-complacency, 
“ disposes of the whole of the complaints under ¢hat head.” 
We humbly beg leave to differ with his Excellency. If 
he had specific instructions from his Government, from 
which he was unable to depart, and therefore could only 
adopt the opinions of the merchants if by chance they ex- 
actly coincided with his instructions, what, in the name of 
common sense, was the use of soliciting those opinions at all ? 
The Minister modestly goes on to claim credit for having, 
by a year’s continuous effort and discussion, obtained for the 
benefit of English merchants certain “ concessions in favour 
of trade,” which he enumerates as follows :—(1) A rearrange- 
ment and simplification of the whole system of transit dues ; 
2) the removal of minor obstacles, and concession of addi- 


tional facilities for the increase of trade ; (3) concessions to 
the Chinese in a spirit of equity and reciprocity. The first 
of these consists, as we all know, in making the two-and-a- © 
half per cent. transit duty on all imports compulsory, 
without any security for corresponding advantages; how 
far this may justly be called a “concession in favour of 
trade’’ is not very clear. Number two is disappointingly 
vague also ; what “ minor obstacles” are removed, and how, — 
are points left in uncertainty, and the “additional facili- 
ties for trade”—unless we are prepared to acknowledge the 
two additional ports as of great value, and the one solitary 
tug on the Poyang Lake as the necessary forerunner of 
an inland steam fleet—are shadowy in the extreme. Number 
three, to quote his Excellency’s own words, involves a read- 
justment of duties on silk and opium favourable to the_ 
Chinese Government ; and here again we are puzzled to find 
out how this can be regarded as a concession to British trade, 
Probably to help us in this difficulty, Sir RutHERFoRD goes 
on to point out that “Treaties are not of private interpreta- 
tion.” When a Government makes a Treaty, it puts its own 
interpretation upon it, and that interpretation is authoritative. 
Now this is awkward, as Sir RuTHERFORD seems to hold the 
opinion—shared by some other diplomatists—that language 
was given to man to enable him to conceal his thoughts. 
Here is a clause in a Treaty whereby the duty on silk 
exported from China is doubled. To the ordinary commercial 
mind, high duties are indicative of restrictions on trade. But 
Sir R. Aucock steps in and corrects us; in this particular case 
a doubled duty is absolutely the reverse—it is “a concession 
in favour of trade.” This is the “authoritative reading,” and we 
are bound to accept it. “ Noneof your private interpretations,” 
says Sir RuTRERFORD; “ they are all wrong. If Her Ma- 
‘« JEsTY’s Government says ten per cent. is less than five per 
“ cent., it must be less; so don’t argue the point.” Cer- 
tainly, discussion is not of much use if those who see reason 
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to disapprove of the Convention are debarred from the right 
of forming any opinion of their own as to its true meaning 
and probable results, and arbitrarily compelled to adopt au 
“ authoritative reading” which is at variance with common 
sense. 

Reverting to what is, after all, the point most open to 
discussion—the “ rearrangement” of the transit-dues sys- 
tem—the writer observes that the merchants own this would 
be valuable could ‘they be assured that the Chinese would 
faithfully perform their part of the agreement ; and he states 
that there aro “ four grounds of confidence and security,” 
which he considers form as complete a guarantee as need be 
wished for. . The first is, that the Chinese have entered into 
this agreement freely, “ after mature consideration and long 
digcussion.” We fail to see that this is any security at all 
that they. will prove faithful in fulfilling it. The secoud lies 
in the fact that their own interests would be advanced by a 
loyal adherence to their undertakings. Doubtless; but has 
this motive been appreciated by them in any other case? 
We don’t remember one. The third is, that if they do not 
fulfill their engagements, it is in the power of Her Magesty’s 
Government to demand a further revision of the Treaty. 
Yes ; but where on earth is the use of “demanding” what 
you can’t get? Sir Rurwenrrorp having acknowledged in the 
early part of this very document that he could obtain from 
the Chinese no concession whateyer, except such as they 
spontaneously offered to make, what “security” is there in 
the fact that we are at liberty to make more fruitless de- 
mands? The fourth guarantee Sir RuTHERFORD seems to 
have forgotten—at any rate, we find no mention of it. The 
exaggerated description our Minister gives of the concessiuns 
he has obtained is amusing. Article XII., he says, gives us 
“an unlimited right of access and trade, not only along the 
‘whole one thousand five hundred miles of coast, but of 
“navigation throughout the inland waters of China.” As 
regards the coast, we get one new port, but then Hainan and 
Formosa are to be abandoned ; and “navigation throughout 
“the inland waters” is rather a magniloquent phrase for 
describing the privilege of being towed on one lake by a 
single Chinese tug, and of sculling about rivers and creeks 
in native sampans. Sir Rurwerrorp speaks of the restric- 
tion which prohibits the use of any but native boats, and 
the hoisting of the English flag, as of small moment; aud 
almost immediately afterwards, he asks, “In how many 
“ ‘Western States are foreign ships allowed the right of navi- 
“gating inland waters?” As if China did allow us this 
right. In this respect, and indeed inall others, Suv Ruruer- 
FORD insists that China is giving us largely increased facilities 
for trade, and benefits of all kinds—which he does not think 
are half appreciated. 

‘The appointment of a Chinese Consul at Hong Kong 
Sir Ruruerrorp defends, on the ground that it will 
afford the most effective and least objectionable means of 
suppressing contraband trade between the island and the 
mainland. So it would, if we could be sure that the Chinese 
Consul would strictly confine himself to the duties of his 
office, and be above all suspicion of corruptness. How these 
necessary conditions are to be secured Sir R, Atcock fails to 
show. This is the last poiut touched on in the Memoran- 
dum ; and it winds up with a lucid exposition of how very 
much worse for us the Convention would have been if all 
that the Chineso asked had been granted. If you fall down 
and break-your leg, it is small consolation to be told—as 
some kind friend is pretty sure to tell you—that it. might 
have been your neck. In like manner Sir R. Ancock con- 
gratulates his countrymen on having escaped certain condi- 
tions which the Chinese tried hard to gain—namely, the 
suppression of missionaries, the prohibition of opium, the re- 
nunciation of ex-territorial privileges, the doubling of all 
duties, and the abolition of merchant consuls. (By the 
way, we dun’t see what the last item has to do with the Bri- 
tish Treaty, but we heartily wish they may obtain it from 
other Western States.) In view of these awful possibilities, 
he considers .he has got us off very cheaply, and that we are 
by no means sufficiently grateful for what he has done for us. 
* The result has proved,” he says, “ that it was easier to in- 
“‘ duce the Chinese to accept their disappointment, and move 
‘* forward in the path of progress (!) than to persuade British 
* merchants to rest satisfied with anything short of their de- 
“mands.” Aud he concludes with the remark that it is still

The question, we believa, is virtually settled, and we are pro-

With reference to the Memorandum a meeting was held on > 


the 15th inst. of the Committee of London Merchants, who; 
after considering the document, passed the following resolu- 
tion :—‘* That, having considered the communication from 
“the Foreign-office, and the Memorandum from Sir R. Ar. 
“cock which it conveyed, the views already expressed by 
“ the Committee in regard to the inexpediency of ratifying the 
“ proposed Convention remain unaltered.” It was arranged 
that Mr. Maeniac (who presided) should convey this resolu- 
tion to Lord Cuarenpon and the Chambers of Commeroe, 
and the following letter was accordingly addressed to the 
Foreign Secretary :— 


My Lorp,—On the 1 th inst. I bad the honour to receive, on behalf - 


of the Committee of China Merchants in London, Mr. Hammond’g 
letter of the previous day, communicating, by desire of your lordship, 
for their information a memorandum drawn up by Sir Rutherford AL 
cock, commenting upon the objections that have been advanced in 
different quarters to the Convention lately negotiated with the Chinese 
Government. This letter and its enclosure have received the most 
careful consideration of this Committee; and, while desirous of keep- 
ing their reply strictly within the terms of your lordship’s invitation 
to avoid all further controversy, they nevertheless feel called upon, as 
well in justice to thems:lvca as for a right understanding of the gub- 
ject, to disclaim cerfain opinions and cxpectations erroneously attri- 
buted to those who condemn the Convention, and to demur to the 
inferences which have been drawn from them. ; 
In answer to the inquiry on behalf of your Lordship contained in 
the concluding paragraph of Mr. Hammond’s letter, I am desired re- 
spectfully to state that the Committec find no grounds in the Memo- 
randum of Sir Rutherford Alcock for changing or modifying the views 
they have alreadv expressed concerning the Convention; and it is 
satisfactory to them to know that, so far as time has admitted of in- 
formation being received, the mercantile bodies throughout the 
country have arrived at a similar conclusion. I have only further to 
express their unanimous hope that Her Majesty’s Government will 
not hesitate to recommend the rejection of a Treaty, the provisions of 
which seem so little calculated to improve our*commercial relations: 
with China, although they trust it may not be found impossible to re- 
open the negotiations upon the basis of mutual advantage, without 
any uodue eacrifice of the just rights and privileges of either country.

COLONIAL JUDGES. 

Tae Parliamentary paper lately issued on the question 
of the power of Governors of Crown Colonies to remove 
or suspend judges contains, besides some correspondence 
that has already been made public, documents throwing fur- 
ther light on the circumstances wherein originated the pre- 
sent anomalous state of the law. With the petition of the 
European and native inhabitants of the colony, Sir Harry 
Orn’s despatch, and the views of the Straits Settlements As- 
sociation our readers are already familiar ; and practically 
the discussion may be said to have been brought to a close, 
at least for the present, by the recent debate in the House 
of Lords, wherein it was made clearly manifest that although 
the Governor of the colony is nominally invested with what 


common scnse must pronounce a wrongful power, any attempt” 


to exercisg it arbitrarily would but recoil on himself. This 
power. enables him to do no more than “suspend” a judge 
pending the decision of the Secretary of State, and it is quite 
clear that except in the case of some almost inconceivably 
gross misconduct on the part of the judge, the Governor 
would shrink even from this responsibility, and report any 
grievance he might have against a judge to the Colonial- 
office at once, waiting a reply before putting his power of 
suspension into force. But though the colonists may now 
dismiss all fear of any practical evil results from the power 
of the Governor being confirmed, is not the moral evil as 
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great as ever? Does not the fact-remain that the judge is, 
in a sense, subordinate to the Governer? And will not the 
untaught native population still believe that his decisions are 
liable to be biassed by this relation? It seems to us that this 
must be the case, and that proper means should be taken with 
as little delay as possible, to bring home to the minds of the 
native population of the Straits the fact that this subordi- 
nation of the judges is really only nominal, and can in no 
degree empower the Governor’ of the Colony to influence the 
impartiality of the Judicial Bench. This should be seen to 
by the Straits Settlements Association. 


THE WATERWORKS FOR SINGAPORE. 

THE question of a water supply for the town of Singa- 
pore is still undecided, but will, we understand, come on for 
discussion at the meeting of the Legislative Council in the 
present month. Mr. E. J. Wetts, the manager of the Sin- 
gapore Gas Works, now in London, has, we believe, sent out 
to the Municipal Council fresh estimates for works capable of 
supplying 1,500,000 gallons daily at a total cost of $166,000, 
under the high pressure and gravitation system. All attempts 
on the part of the Government to obtain a supply of water 
having failed, it is to be hoped that the matter will be 
left in the hands of the Municipal Council. With the settle- 
ment of this question we hope also some plan will be decided 
on for connecting the new harbour with the town by means 
of a tram or railway, which would not only remove the pre- 
sent slow, dirty, and intolerable means of conveyance for both 
passengers and goods, but improve the condition and value of 
the Innd en route. At present the road is most offensive, 
sadly mars the natural beauties of the neighbourhood, and, 
we may add, is a disgrace to Singapore. 








THE CHINESE EMBASSY. 

WE lately called attention to the anomaly of Mr. McLzavy 
Brown holding office under the Chinese Government while 
he still remained in the Consular Service, to the detriment of 
other officers. Weare glad to see that Colonel Sykes has 
called attention to the subject in the House of Commons as 
follows :— — ; 

Colonel Syxes asked the. Under: Seeretary for Foreign Affairs 
whether Mr. McLeavy Brown, ex Chinese Secretary to the Legation at 
Peking and Private Secretary to the British Minister, and now in charge 
of the Chinese Embassy to Europe, has resigned his office, or is still in 
the service of the British Government; and, if so, whether, on the re- 
turn of the Chinese Embassy to Peking, he will be permitted to resume 
his place in the British service to the prejudice of the claims of his 
juniors for promotion in the Diplomatic line. 

Mr. Orway, in reply, observed that the hon. and gallant member 
was premature in describing the gentleman to whom he referred as 
the ex-Chinese Secretary to the Legation at Pcking. He had been 
permitted to attend the Chinese Embassy to Europe on leave, but 
without pay for a ccrtain period, which leave had been further ex- 
tended by the Secretary of State at the request of the Chinese Am- 
bassador. 








MR. MERCER AND THE HONG KONG MINT. 
“THe Times,” in a notice of the Hong Kong Mint, made 
the mistake of assuming that the Mint had cost the British 
Government a large sum. Mr. Mercer, the ex-Colonial 
Secretary of Hong Kong, writes as follows on the subject :— 


Will you excuse my presumption in cadeavouring to correct what 
seems an error jn your City Article of Jast evening? You gay the 
Mint at Hong Kong was established at great expense by the British 
Government. It had been better to say that the expense fell on the 
colony, and that had the Mint received that support from the British — 
ae. the Home—Government which it had aright to expect, the experi- 
ment might have succeeded.

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NOTES OF A YOYAGE ON THE RIVER HAN, 

, In the London and China Telegraph of April11 we gave the 
first portion of Mr A. Wyllie’s interesting narrative of his voy= 
age on the River Han. The second and concluding portion has 
been published in the Revue Orientale, and would have been 
sooner transferred to our columns had space permitted :— : 

November Ist opened with a thick mist on the river, and soon 
after passing the first rapid, we stopped at Seaou-ho-kow, a large 
village on the right, standing forty feet above the water. A range 
of hills now appeared all round at a few miles distance, closing 
in ahead as we approached the prefectural city. Early the next : 
day we were stopped by a head wind at the village of Luh-kea- 
tseih, on the right. . 

At noon on the 3rd we were at Tung-tsin-wan, a long straggling 
town, consisting principally of small shopkeepers, but with a-toler- 
ably large accumulation of junks. The same day we stopped at 
Chang-kea-wan, a large village at the mouth of the Pih-ho river, 
the main branch of which, extending upwards of a hundred miles 
north into Ho-nan, passes the prefectural city of Nan-yang (from 
which it was at that time navigable for boats of a medium size), 
and after receiving sever:l important affluents discharges into the 
Han. The junks and boats here are very numerous, and at the 
time we arrived the number was increased by a large accession 
carrying students to tne literary examination, just about to take 
place in the prefectura xs ee 

Having spent Sunday, the 4th, in this neighbourhood, our ap- 
proach had become rumoured abroad, and on arriving opposite ' 
the city the following morning hundreds had collected on the 
shore to see us, 

Opposite the city lies the great commercial town of Fanching, 
about half the size of Hankow, and standing in the same rela- 
tion to Seang-yang that Hankow does to Woochang. The shi 
ping here is very dense. Scarcely had we cast anchor in the 
middle of the river when a few boats put off on a tentative ad- 
venture. On returning ashore and reporting their reception, the 
excitement became prodigious. Every small boat was taken up 
for the service; the daring, the curious, and the incredulous. 
crowded the deck, roof and sides of our boat, from morning till 
dusk, with little abatement of the interest for two days, while 
the ferrymen reaped a golden harvest playing toand fro. Withal: 
we found the people in general very friendly, and little occurred 
to interrupt the harmony of our intercourse.

About four hundred miles distant from Hankow, the city of 
Seang-yang isan important fortress, lying at the foot of a toler- 
ably lofty mountain range. The walls are in good repair, and a 
garrison is stationed there. A peculiar interest attaches to the 
city from the notice given of it in Marco Polo, where we learn 
that it was one of the last citics to succumb to the Yuen Mongols. 
The passage reads thus in Wright's edition :— . 
“ Sa-yan-fu is a considerable city of the province of Manji, 
having under its jurisdiction twelve wealthy and large towns. 
It is a place of great commerce and extensive manufactures. The 
inhabitants burn the bodies of. their dead, and are idolaters. 
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which the “ Great Northern Telegraph Company ” has been estab- 
lished may not prove uninteresting. It is exactly six months 
since the Danish frigate Tordenskjold was despatched from Copen- - 
hagen, and cast anchor in the Thames as the pioneer vessel in the 
expedition. The Tordenskjold is said to be the finest frigate in the.’ -’ 
service of his Danish Majesty ; but it may he remarked that in both 
appearance and size there are many among the old wooden vessels 

in the British navy. not pretending to the title of “ frigate,” that 
would completely surpass her. This will be readily understood. : 
when we mention that she is but 160 feet in length and 42 feet = - 
in beam amidships, with a capacity of 1,435 tons. In genbral ---~ 


“They are subjects of the Grand Khan, and use his papercurrency. 
Raw silk is there produced in great quantity, and the finest silks, 
intermixed with gold, are woven. Game of all kinds abounds, 
The place is amply furnished with everything that belongs to a 
great city, and by its uncommon strength it was enabled to stand 
a siege of three years; refusing to surrender to the Great Khan, 
even after he had obtained possession of the province of Manji. 
The difficulties experienced in the reduction of it were chiefly 
occasioned by the army’s not being able to approach it, except on 
the northern side; the others being surrounded with water, by 
means of which the place continually received supplies, which it 
was not in the power of the besiegers to prevent. When the 
operations were reported to his Majesty, he felt extremely hurt 
that this place alone should obstinately hold out after all the rest 
of the country had been reduced to obedience. The circumstance 
having come to the knowledge of the brothers Nicolo and Maffeo, 
who were then residents at the Imperial Court, they immediately 
presented themselves to the Grand Khan, and proposed to him 
that they should be allowed to construct machines, such as 
were made use of in the West, capable of throwing stones of 
three hundred pounds weight, by which the buildings of the 
ot might be destroyed and the inhabitants killed. Their memo- 
ial was attended to by the Grand Khan, who, warmly approving 
the scheme, gave orders that the ablest smiths and carpenters 
should be placed under their direction ; amongst whotn were 
some Nestorian Christians, who proved to be most able mechanics, 
In a few days they completed their mangonels, according to the 
instructions furnished by the two brothers; anda trial being made 
of them in the presence of the Grand Khan and of his whole 
Court, an pepetunity was afforded of seeing them cast stones, 
each of which weighed three hundred ainda They were then 
ut on board of vessels, and conveyed to the army. When set up 
in front of the city of Sa-yan-fu, the first stone thrown by one of 
them fell with such weight and violence upon a building that a 
great part of it was crushed, and fell to the ground. So terrified 
were the inhabitants by this mischief, which to them seemed to be 
the effect of a thunderbolt from heaven, that they immediately 
deliberated upon the expediency of surrendering. Persons autho- 
rised to treat were accordingly sent from the place, and their sub- 
mission was thrown on the same terms and conditions that had 
been granted to the rest of the province. This prompt result of 
their ingenuity increased the reputation and eredit of these two 
Venetian brothers in the opinion of the Grand Khan and of all 
his courtiers.” 
_. The use of these catupults is noticed in Chinese authors, and 
it is curious to find that they refer the origin of firearms also 
to the siege of Seang-yang. me interesting investigations on 
this subject are given in Pauthier’s beautiful edition of Marco 
Polo, pp. 473—475. A recent excavation in the city has dis- 
covered a hoard of treasure, buried in the ground at the time of 
the siege.+ 

Leaving Seang-yang, we were at Chuh-teaou-poo, a town four- 
teen miles distant, on the morning of the 9th. In the wet season 
this is on the river’s edge, but was now about a quarter of a mile 
distant, in consequence of the fall of the wa‘er. 

A little higher up, on the opposite shore, a temple is seen pic- 
turesquely built in a recess of the rock. This is the entrance to 
® curious cave, which, as tradition will have it, extends thirty 
miles, or as some assert, even as far as the province of Sze-chuen. 
I could not learn, however, that there wasany record of the transit 
having ever been made. Unwilling to spare the time for an ex- 
tensive exploration, I merely penetrated a few hundred yards, the 
way being led by a priest with a torch. For that distance I found 
@ very complex series of passages, sometimes through apertures 
little more than two feet high, opening out into chambers, eight 
or ten feet from the floor to the roof. The rock consists of kaou- 
lin, the material of which the fine porcelain is made, and the 
water having percolated through the roof, was collected at places 
in small pools, while a ray of light from above in one part gave an 
agreeable relief to the gloom of the vaulted galleries. 


THE “GREAT NORTHERN” TELEGRAPH CABLE. 
Now that the undertaking which is to supply, or, at any rate, 
to assist in, the establishment of the long needed telegraphic com- 
munication between the Chinese ports and the continent of Europe, 
has so far advanced towards completion that the vessel with the 
first section of the cable has actually sailed, a few facts detailing 
the measures that have been taken for achieving the objects for

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appearance she is strikingly unlike what a closer inspection proves 
her to be, a screw-steamer, chiefly from the large size of her masts - 
and the comparative diminutiveness of her funnel. In fact, 
under present conditions, that is with the greater part of her 
armament removed, this vessel might well be taken or mistaken 
for one‘of those Australian or East Indian clippers with which

“ Qreens”’ and “Wigrams” have familiarised us of late years. ; . 


However, frigate or otherwise, the Tordenskjold is evidently well 


adapted for the work she is now engaged upon, and if ever called . 


upon to fulfil the duties for which she was originally designed, we 


have no doubt that she would not be found wanting. The other - 


ships engaged in the work of laying the cable are the English screw 
steamers Great Northern and Cella. These vessels both surpass the 


Tordenskjold in dimensions, the firat named being in length 243 -- 


feet, in beam 32; and the second 300 feet long and 34 feet in 
beam. The Great Northern, which is lying in the Thames at 
Charlton, off the wharf of Messrs. Siemens Bros.—the firm who have 
been entrusted with the construction of the cable—is now being 
fitted with the tanks, drums, windlasses, and other apparatus 
necessary for the work she is to undertake. The scene on board 
at the present time is one of the most picturesque confusion ; on - 
one part of the deck msy be observed the instrument-room, from 


o 


whence it will be possible to detect the slightest fault in any por- _. 


tion of the cable during the process of submersion, and these in- 
struments are being fitted up by an entirely different class of 
workmen to those who are to be seen close by placing in posi- 
tion, with the aid of screw-jacks and levers, accompanied by tho 
expenditure of much “ undefiled Saxon,” the engine which is to 
aid in the process of transferring the cable from the fac ory to 
the vessel. After having glanced at the various objects on deck, 
and we trust escaped being suddenly and unceremoniously re- 
duced from the perpendicular to the horizontal position by 
one of the huge timbers that are constantly being swung up 
from lighters over the side of the ship—such was the fate of the 
present writer—the visitor's attention will be drawn to seven | 
enormous chasms. These extend downwards from the main deck 
past the lower deck into the hold, and are the tanks in which the . 
cable will be coiled during the outward voyage The preparations 
we have briefly described are being pushed forward with the 
utmost diligence, and in a very few days the Great Northern will 
be in perfect readiness to receive her freight. 


From the vessels that are to lay the cable the natural transition =, 


is to the cable itself. This, with the exception of the completed 
portion despatched on board the Jordenskjold, is in course of 
manufacture by the firm to whom we have already referred, 


Messrs. Siemens Bros., of Westminster, and the Charlton Tele- ~ 
graph Works, It consists of three distinct divisions, known + 


respectively as the main cable, the intermediate cable, the or- 


dinary shore end and the heavy shore end. Of these the “core” ~ 
—through which the actual transmission of the electric current is-- 


effected—is the same throughout, the distinction arising from the 
different methods adopted of “ sheathing,” or protecting this core 
according to the varying liability to exposure and injury. The 
core consists of a strand of seven copper wires, cased with tin, 
weighing 300lbs. the nautical mile, covered with the composition 
known as “ Hooper’s Dielectric,” which of itself weighs 200 Iba. the 
mile ; this process being completed, the core is again covered with 
a layer of felt, coiled’in tanks under water, and subjected to tests 
as to its electrical condition before being, what is termed, “sheathed.” 
As we have before remarked, it is the sheathing that gives 
the distinctive names to the cables, and it will be best, with 
the view of ensuring a clear idea of the processes, to de- 
scribe the four sheathings separately. There is first the outer 
covering for the “ heavy shoneeud cable,” consisting of a 
serving of jute next to the core, a sheathing of “best best*®- 
drawn and galvanised iron wires, 0-160 in. diameter, weighing per 
nautical mile about 5,023 lbs., a serving of jute round the sheath- 
ing, a second sheathing of “best best” rolled and galvanised iron 
wires, 0380 in. diameter, and finally an outer protection of two 
layers of bitumen compound, with two layers of jute between, © 
laid on as follows :—The first coating of the compound next the™ 
wires, then a serving of yarn, then a second coating of compound, - 
and lastly a close serving of tarred yarn, laid in an opposite di- 
rection to the one previously laid on. The outer covering for the .: 
“ordinary shore end cable” consists of a serving of jute next , 


to the core, a sheathing of ‘best best” rulled and galvanised -¢ 


iron wires, 0-300 in. diameter, weighing per nautical mile about 
13,311 lbs., and finally an outer protection of two layers of bi-- 
tumen compound, with two layers of jute between, Jaid on as be- 
fore specified. The outer covering for the “intermediate cable ” 
is composed of a serving of jute next to the core, a sheath- 
ing of “best best” drawn and galvanised iron wires, 0°260 in. 
diameter, weighing per nautical mile about 5,023 lbs., and the 
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outer protection of two layers of bitumen compound and jute. 
The outer diameter of this cable is about 1:06 inches, and its 
weight per nautical mile about 3 tons 2 cwt. The outer cover- 
ing for the “main cable” is a serving of jute next the core, 
a sheathing of “best best” drawn and waleshioed iron wires, 
0-095 in. diameter, and the outer protection of bitumen com- 
pound and jute. The outer diameter of this cable is about 
0°86 in., the weight per nautical mile being about 1 ton 16} 
cwt. Messrs. Siemens Bros. are able to sheathe the cables at the 
rate of 180 to 200 nautical miles per week. 

The manufacture of the first section of the cable—that to be 
aid between Hong Kong and Shanghai—is now complete; it 
consists of 685 nautical miles of main cable, 272 miles of inter- 
tnediate, 111 miles of ordinary shore end, and 30 miles of heavy 
shore end, in all 1,098 nautical miles. Of this the following has 
been shipped on board the Tordenskjold :—50 miles of main cable, 
4 miles of intermediate, 32 miles of ordinary shore end, and 10 
miles of heavy shore end - a total of 96 nautical miles. The Great 
Northern will receive on board, into seven iron tanks, the follow- 
ing lengths of cable :—140 miles of main cable, 58 miles of inter- 
mediate, 70 miles of ordinary shore end, and 20 miles of heavy 
shore end, or 288 nautical miles in all. The Cella will take in 
after the Great Northern, and will receive 495 miles of main cable, 
210 miles of intermediate, and 9 miles of ordinary shore end—a 
total of 714 nautical miles. 

We may mention, in conclusion, that the second section of this 
company’s line—namely, that from Shanghai to Posiet Bay—is 
also in course of manufacture at Messrs. Siemens’ works. This 
consists of 990 miles of main cable, 92 miles of intermediate, 96 
miles of ordinary shore end, and 20 miles cf heavy shore end, thus 
comprising an entire length of 1,198 nautical miles. The sheath- 
ing of 150 miles of this cable is complete.

The Globe Marine Insurance Company has now fairly started 
in business, with good support. The directors have decided on 
giving the assurers an interest in the success of the undertaking 
as well as the shareholders. After paying the latter 10 per 
cent. the surplus profits are, to the extent of 25 per cent., to be 
divided amongst the insurers who shall contribute £500 during 
the year. The list of directors includes Mr. Ludwig Wiese, 
from China, and the secretary is Mr. Cobb, also an old resident 
in China, who have a large connection and an intimate knowledge 
of the China irade. 

The China Submarine Telegraph Company gives notice that a 
call of £2 per share falls due on the 1st of July next. 

The directors of the London and Provincial Marine Insurance 
Company have resolved to make a payment to the shareholders on 
account of interest for the half year ending the 30th of June at 
the rate of 10 per cent, per annum. 

The Governor of Aden has officially notified to the superinten- 
dent of the Telegraph Company that ships calling at Aden to de- 

_liver telegrams will not be charged any harbour dues. 

Another call has been made on the unfortunate shareholders 
of the Constantinople and Alexandria Hotels Company of £2 
making £10 per share. The list of directors, on the formation 
of the company, included Sir Edmund Hornby, the present Judge 
at Shanghai, and late Judge at Constantinople, but Sir Edmund 
fortunately retired from the concern before any calls were made. 

Bar silver is firm at 604d. per oz. standard, the demand being 
for Holland and Japan. The next mail will take over £100,000 
for the Mint at Osaka. There are no orders whatever for India, 
and no arrivals to report. We continue to receive shipments of 
Mexican Dollars from New York, the Weer having brought 
£24,000. The Cuban has also brought £11,900 from the West 
Indies. The demand continues good for China and the Straits, 
and the price remains firm at 59§d. per os. 

The solicitors of the National Bank have, by order of the directors, 
filed bills in Chancery against Sir Joseph N. M’Kenna, Mr. Harvey 
Lewis, M.P., and some others of the expelled directors, in order to 
compel restitution by the defendants of the profits alleged to have 
been made by them out of certain dealings and loans in connection 
with the issue of the new share capital ; and also for restitution to 

_the bank of the losses of £50,000 and upwards incurred by the 
bank from certain alleged breaches of trust on the part of the 
defendants in the matter of Charles Laffite and Co. (Limited). 
With reference to this proceeding, Sir J. N. M’Kenna writes to say 
that every act of his in connection with the bank has been done 
for its benefit and protection, and will bear the test of investiga. 
tion before any Court in any proceedings to which he is made a 


party. 
The liquidator of the Oriental Hotels Company (Limited) an- 
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nounces the sale, by private tender, of the Oriental Hotel at Galle. 
Tenders must be sent in before the 15th proximo. 

The following steamers have passed through the Suez Canal from 
Suez :—Nyanza, Volante, Adalia, Lady Clive, P. and O. steamer 
Bengal ; and from Port Said Godajinch, Hipparchus, Meinam, and 
Imperatrice, the two last with the French mails for India and 
China. 

The diving expedition sent out from England to China to re- 
cover, if possible, the treasure of £50,000 from the British ship 
Hamilla Mitchell, from London to Shanghai, wrecked on the Len- 
couna Rock, off the latter port, in the China Seas, on.the 12th of 
last August, have been partly successful, the divers having sent 
up two boxes of specie, containing $7,600. From the position of 
the wreck—lying between two rocks, with 18 fathoms of water 
over it, and the specie being stowed away in the treasure-room in. 
the stern of the ship under two decks—Lloyd’s surveyors at 
Shanghai considered the chances of saving any of the specie as 
most remote, especially as a rapid current which was constantly 
sweeping through the rocks would, it was said, preclude the 
descent of divers. It is apparent that these obstacles have heen 
overcome, and the present success leads to a belief that most of 
the specie may be saved. The expedition is under the direction 
of Mr. Lodge, on the part of London finsurance companies inte- 
rested, upwards of £200,000 being effected on the Hamilla 
Mitchell aud her cargo.
